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Five Ministers query Reynolds view 
on Cabinet decision

FIVE MINISTERS in the 1988 
Fianna Fail government have 
contradicted the claim made by 
the Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds, to 
the Tribunal of Inquiry into the 
Beef Processing Industry about 
Cabinet decisions relating to the 
Export Credit Insurance Scheme 
(ECIS). 


The Ministers, who attended. 


the controversial Cabinet meet- 
ing on June 8th, 1988, told The 
Irish Times no decision was taken 
there to increase the export credit 
limit for Iraq by £120 million or 
to confine the allocation of most 
of that increase to two companies, 
Anglo Irish Beef Processors 
(AIBP) and Hibernia Meats. 

The issue of whether Ministers 
and former Ministers can be 
questioned about the Cabinet dis- 
cussions which allegedly led to 
those decisions being made is at 
the centre of the case on Cabinet 


confidentiality being appealed to 
the Supreme Court by the Attor- 
ney General, Mr Whelehan. 

e question of the confidenti- 
ality of Cabinet discussions first 
arose at the tribunal last week 
when Mr Justice Hamilton asked 
Mr Ray Burke, a former Minister 
for Industry and Commerce and 
the first member of that 1988 
Cabinet to appear before him, if 
he could remember any discussion 
in Government about increasing 
the export credit limit for Iraq to 
£120 million. 

Mr Henry Hickey SC, for the 
State, immediately objected to 
this line of questioning, saying 
that he had specific instructions 
from the Attorney General “‘to ob- 
ject to any evidence being given of 
any discussions in government”. 

r Justice Hamilton said he 


wanted “to inquire into anything 
to provide the basis for the belief 
of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce (Mr Reynolds)” that 
that Cabinet meeting had decided 
to increase the level of ECIS to 
Iraq and that, unless stopped by 
the courts, he intended to put 
these questions to other witnesses 
before the tribunal. 

The official minute of that Cab- 
inet meeting (June 8th, 1988), 
provided to the tribunal, simply 
records approval for the text of a 
Bill to increase the ceiling for ex- 
port credit insurance generally 
from £300 million to £500 
million. 

But documentary evidence be- 
fore the tribunal to date shows 
that Mr Reynolds, then Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, told 
his officials that he believed that 


Cabinet meeting had decided two 
things: to increase the limit of ex- 
port credit for beef to Iraq by 
£120 million, and to confine the 
major portion of that increase to 
two meat companies, AIBP and 
Hibernia, in the national imgerest. 

The Irish Times has asked six 
Ministers who attended that con- 
troversial Cabinet meeting to 
answer the question posed by Mr 
Justice Hamilton to Mr Burke at 
the tribunal last Tuesday. One de- 
clined to do so. 

The other five were asked if 
they could remember any discus- 
sion in Government about in- 


_creasing the export credit limit for 


Iraq by £120 million and, further- 
more, if they could remember any 
discussion or decision to confine 
the increased allocation to two 
companies, AIBP and Hibernia 


Meats. 

The five Ministers told The 
Irish Times there was no decision 
to increase the limit of ECIS to 
Iraq by £120 million, or to confine 
the extra cover to two companies, 
at that Cabinet meeting. 

One Minister said he could 
remember discussions on increas- 
ing the levels of ECIS generally, 
but he could not remember any 
decision to restrict the increased 
cover to two companies. These 
discussions took place in the con- 
text of the Iraqi situation, but he 
could not recall any decision to 
increase the ceiling for Iraq by 
£120 million. 

A second Minister said he 
remembered discussions about in- 
creasing the cover for Iraq but 
that there was no decision to do 
so. “I am also quite certain that no 


decision was taken by the Govern- 
ment to increase the cover for two 
exporters exclusively. These two 
issues were not decided by the 
Government on that day,” he 
said. 

A third Minister said there was 
no decision to give extra cover for 
Iraq and no discussion or decision 
to give that cover to AIBP and 
Hibernia. There was a Bill before 
the meeting. 

A fourth Minister said: “I can’t 
remember any detailed discus- 
sions about increasing the limit 
for Iraq. Certainly, there was no 
decision to increase the amount 
for Iraq specifically. There was no 
positive conclusion, no definitive 
decision to confine the increased. 
cover to two exporters.” 

The fifth Minister said that he 
could remember no discussion or 
decision to increase the insurance 
limit for Iraq, and “I am certain 
that there was no discussion or 
decision to limit the increased 
cover to AIBP and Hibernia”. 


South African 
agents plotted 
assassination 
with loyalists

TWO SOUTH African agents on 
a secret mission to London last 
Easter plotted with loyalist 
paramilitaries to assassinate a 
prominent South African defec- 
tor, Mr Dirk Coetzee, considered 
the number one traitor by former 
police colleagues. 

The plot was foiled by a tip-off 
to British intelligence from a con- 
cerned officer within the South 
African police. The two agents, 
one of them a woman captain in 
pee intelligence, were fol- 
lowed from their arrival at Heath- 
row Airport on April 11th until 
April 15th when nape were ar- 
rested as they were about to fly 
back to South Africa. 

Together with one of their 
Northern Ireland contacts, they 
were interrogated for three days 
under the Prevention of Terror- 
ism Act before being released and 
put on a flight home. 

Sources close to the investiga- 
tion believe the two agents — 
Captain Pamela du Randt and 
Mr Leon Flores, a former police- 
man on the South African mili- 
, tary intelligence payroll — had 
orders to plan the attack on Mr 
Coetzee, which would then be 
carried out by a loyalist hit squad. 
Captain du Randt has been iden-

tified as the secretary of the head 
of a intelligence, General 
Christoffel van der Westhuizen. 

Mr Coetzee is a potential prime 
target of hardliners within South 
African security, not only because 
he defected but because he subse- 
quently joined the African 
National Congress (ANC) and 
might in the future give evidence 
about abuses perpetrated by for- 
mer colleagues. 

He has been in London under 
police protection since March 


1991. He said last night: “Scot- 


land Yard confirmed to me that 
this was a very serious attempt on 
my life. I missed death by the 
skin of my arse.” 

The two agents were met at 
Heathrow by a man from the

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North with known South African 
connections, the same man who 
was later detained with them on 
April 15th. He took them to a 
public house in West Kensington, 
the Three Kings in North End 
Road, where they met three 
known pepe paramilitaries. 

Two of those men were subse- 
quently watched as_ they 
reconnoitred a flat in Hinde 
Street in the West End of London 
where Mr Coetzee lived with his 
two teenage children. By that 
time, he had been out of London 
for two weeks. The two South 
Africans checked into the Royal 
National Hotel in Bloomsbury, 
using genuine passports in their 
own names. 


The British authorities in- 
formed the Pretoria government 
about the operation when Cap- 
tain du Randt and Mr Flores were 
detained. President F.W. de 
Klerk promised his full co-opera- 
tion and recently dispatched a 
trusted senior law officer to Lon- 
don, Mr Michael Hodgen, the act- 
ing attorney-general of the 
Eastern Cape. 


British intelligence had been 
aware for some time of the threat 
against Mr _ Coetzee from 
hardliners in South African police 
and security circles. But in the 
absence of confession by the two 
agents, the decision was taken to 
release them. 


The loyalist paramilitaries de- 
camped to Belfast, where they are 
presumed to be under continued 
surveillance. 

There are proven links between 
South African security and the 
loyalist movement; since 1985 
South Africa has tried to obtain 
Britain’s latest anti-aircraft mis- 
sile technology developed at 
Shorts in Belfast by offering loy- 
alist paramilitaries money and 
guns in exchange for parts and 
blueprints. 


Three Northern men, a South 
African diplomat and an Ameri- 
can arms dealer were arrested in 
Paris for arms trafficking in 1989. 
Last year, an exiled South African 
academic, Mr Adrian Guelke, 
was the target of a botched assas- 
sination attempt in Belfast by 
gunmen of the Ulster Freedom 
Fighters. The UFF later said the 
attack was a case of mistaken 
identity. — (London Independent 
Service)

Pope may be operated on 
for intestinal problem

UNCERTAINTY and confusion 
continue to surround the medical 
condition of Pope John Paul, who 
yesterday underwent a second con- 
secutive day of tests relating to an 
intestinal problem. The Pope, who 
was admitted to the Policlinico 
Gemelli of the Sacred Heart Uni- 
versity Hospital in Rome on Sun- 
day evening, was yesterday 
described as “very tranquil, very 
serene” by the Vatican Chief of 
Protocol, Monsignor Domenico De 
Luca. 

Vatican sources would not com- 
ment, however, on Italian radio 
reports that the 72-year-old Pope 
is suffering from a tumour in the 
colon. A senior Vatican spokes- 
man, Dr Joaquin Navarro-Walls, 
told reporters that a definitive med- 
ical bulletin would probably be 
issued this morning, after the 
Gemelli medical team has had time 
to analyse the tests including X- 
rays and an echograph, which have 
been carried out over the last two 
days. 

It is highly probable that he will 
undergo an operation, perhaps this 
morning. The operating team will

_Such reserve, too, was linked to 
giving the elector-cardinals time to 
sort out their preferences before 
meeting in conclave to elect a suc- 
cessor. 

In more recent times, Pope Paul 
VI, rather than attend a public hos-

A SUPREME Court judge said 
yesterday that if all a suspect’s 
rights were observed in Garda 
custody, particularly the right to 
the presence of a legal representa- 
tive, it would be a greater safe- 
guard than a requirement that 
evidence should be corroborated. 

Mr Justice Hederman said that 
the gardai must bear in mind that 
a suspect in custody has a right to 
remain silent and to be informed 
that anything he did say might be 
used in evidence; he had a right 


his own choice present and could 
_hot be detained incommunicado; 
and he a right to the presence of a 
medical practitioner of his own 
choice. 

If a suspect was reluctant to 
answer questions, he must not be 
offered inducements to confess. It

was evidence of guilt, he said. 

All a person said might be used 
in evidence provided that the 
prosecution showed the state- 
ment was made voluntarily and 
truly recorded what the person 
said. 

The judge made the remarks 
while delivering his judgement in 
the appeal by two Cork men who 
were convicted of burglary in No- 
vember 1989. 

He said custodial interrogation 
was not per se illegal when it was 
not conducted in a manner which 
was an abuse or a violation of con- 
stitutional or legal safeguards. 

Mr Justice Hederman said that 
the history of criminal trials 
showed that convictions had been 
procured by fabricated evidence 
or by innocently mistaken evi-

dence or by evidence procured in 
circumstances, which if known at 
the time of the trial, would have 
rendered it inadmissible. 


The judge said that he was satis- 
fied that in the case of the two 
Cork men convicted of burglary, 
the trial judge did not err in law in 
not instructing the jury that it 
would be ce rg to convict the 
accused/appellant on the uncor- 
roborated evidence of the admis- 
sions made by him while in Garda 
custody. 


In his judgement in the appeal 
by the two Cork men against their 
convictions for burglary, Mr Jus- 
tice O’Flaherty said that like other 
members of the Supreme Court, 
he did not shut his mind to the 
fact that there had been “expres- 
sions of public unease about cer-

tain cases where confessions were 
obtained”. 

The Oireachtas had also “be-

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Woods faces 


trouble over 
fishing licences

THE MINISTER for the Ma- 
rine, Dr Woods, has been warned 
that his “holiday” with the fish- 
ing industry is over. The warnin 
came with trenchant criticism o 
a controversial licensing scheme 
aimed at taking advantage of un- 
exploited fish quotas. 

The chief executive of the 
Killybegs Fishermen’s Organisa- 
tion (KFO), Mr Joey Murrin, has 
also invited the Minister and the 
chairman of Bord Iascaigh Mhara 
(BIM), Mr Paddy Wright, to take 
a two-day trip out on a Donegal 
whitefish boat to witness at first 
—_ the hardship that fishermen 
ace. 

A scheme to extend licences to 
20 all-weather whitefish vessels at 
a time of severe tonnage restric- 
tions aroused considerable inter- 
est when it was announced by the 
former minister, Mr Wilson, in 


‘Killybegs a year ago. The stated 


aim’ was to take advantage of 
under-exploited whitefish quotas 
further offshore. 

The Department of the Marine 
has confirmed that over a third of 
the fishermen offered licences 
under the special scheme have 
been unable to take them up. 

Mr Wilson subsequently denied 
industry claims that the scheme 
was a political move to facilitate 
a number of unregistered vessels 
in Dingle, Co Kerry. Mr Wilson 
promised ‘‘even-handed justice to 
fishermen wherever they came 
from, come hell or high water’. 
Ten of the 20 licences ‘were subse- 
quently offered to owners in Ker- 
ry, six with addresses in Dingle. 


The scheme aroused further 
controversy when it emerged that 
there were two different sets of 
conditions — one for those who 
had already brought in boats 
without clearance, and one for 
those without boats. The condi- 
tions for those who have not yet 
purchased boats are so complex 
that few financial institutions are 
willing to back them, Mr Murrin 
said yesterday. 

The Department of the Marine 
told The Irish Times that eight of 
the 20 applicants had not yet 
taken up the offer; eight licences 
had -been taken up by vessels in 
Co Kerry; another four applicants 
had purchased boats but still had 
to complete some formalities. 

Although the time limit for the 
outstanding eight has expired, the 
department would be “flexible’’, 
the departmental spokesman said. 
Another five unsuccessful appli- 
‘cants had been placed on a reserve 
list. However, the final decision 
on this lay with the Minister, he 
said. 

Mr Murrin said that the scheme 
had proved unworkable for many 
skippers. The KFO intends to 
present detailed proposals for a 
similar and more equitable 
scheme for the north-west to the 
Minister when he visits Killybegs 
next week. 

Mr Murrin warned that the 
Minister would also face some 
hard questioning, particularly on 
Ireland’s failure to make a special 
case with the European Commis- 
sion in this year’s review of the 
Common Fisheries Policy. (CFP)

Sentence 
on Cork 


man set 
aside 


A CORK man had a 10-year sen- 
tence for burglary set aside by the 
Supreme Court, yesterday. He 
was one of two men sentenced to 
imprisonment in the Central 
Criminal Court in 1989 arising 
from a robbery at the home of 
two elderly brothers in Co Cork 
eight years ago. One of the elderly 
brothers died during the incident. 

The sentence imposed on Mr 
Christopher Quilligan (41) Black- 
pool, Cork, was quashed on the 
grounds that he was not given a 
trial with reasonable expedition, 
and was prejudiced by the death 
of a witness. 

The Chief Justice, Mr Justice 
Finlay, dismissed the grounds 
raised in the appeal by Patrick 
O’Reilly (29), also of Cork City, 
who had been jailed for eight 
years. 

Mr Justice Finlay said both 
accused alleged they were 
harassed, threatened and, to an 
extent, assaulted; induced to 
make statements; and that the 
statements were not their own. 

Both men were convicted by a 
jury of burglary at the home of 
John and James Willis, in their 
70s, at Ballycurreen, Glounthane, 
Co. Cork, on the night of Novem- 
ber 19th-20th, 1984. 

In December 1985, both men 
were acquitted of the murder of 
James Willis. 

This was appealed successfully 
in the Supreme Court by the Di- 
rector of Public Prosecutions, but 
that court refused to order a 
retrial on the murder. charge. 
They were then charged with bur- 


glary.

ONE OF the greatest non- 
events of history must be the 
incident of Alfred and the 
cakes. The story goes, you 
may recall, that when his wars 
were . badly in the winter 
of 877 AD, a dispirited King 
Alfred took refuge incognito in 
a cow-herd’s hut near Athelney 
in Somerset. 

Left alone in the kitchen, 
and preoccupied with great 
affairs of state, Alfred allowed 
the housewife’s cakes to burn 
— and was roundly scolded for 
his negligence. So what? I hear 
you ask, and I agree! 

Alfred the Great, however, 
comes to mind today because 
it is St Swithin’s Day, and 
Swithin was a friend of 
| Alfred’s dad. Alfred and 
| Swithin were contemporary 

Stalwarts of the ancient Saxon 
kingdom of Wessex, an area 
dominated by the city of Win- 
chester and which occupied the 
space between the River 

ames and the south coast of 
England. 

It was a troubled time for 
Wessex; it spent the first half 
of the ninth century at war 
with its neighbours to the east, 
and during the second half 
Alfred became “the Great” by 
_ his repeated success at warding 
off the Danes. 

The young Swithin was a 
tutor to King Alfred’s father, 
Ethelwulf. In 836 AD King 
Ethelwulf rewarded Swithin for 
his academic tutelage by 
appointing him Lord Bishop of 
Winchester — a very influen- 
tial and rewarding post. 


Doomed if it 
rains today 


Swithin, however, did not 
allow this good fortune to turn 
his head. In fact he was a very 
good bishop, and became 
renowned for his humility. 
When he gave a banquet, he 
invited only the poor and lowl 
to his table, and not the rich 
and noble. And when he died 
in 862, he left instructions that 
he was to be buried outside his 
cathedral ‘‘in a vile and 
unworthy place”, where water 
from the eaves might fall upon 
his grave. There he lay for 
more than a hundred years. 

In due course, however, 
word came that Swithin was to 
be a saint, and’ the monks 
came to think of it as scandal- 
ous that the remains of such a 
holy man should rest in such a 
lowly place. They prepared to 
move the saint with solemn 
— inside the posses 2-5 

€ appointed day was July 
isth, 971. : 

According to legend, a 
tempest raged on that fateful 
day and the removal was post- 
poned. The next day it rained 
again and for forty days and 
forty nights it rained without 
intermission. Eventually, 
realising the folly of trying to 
thwart the episcopal whim, the 
monks erected a simple chapel 
over the grave, and left the 
humble bishop where he was. 
Thus the legend of St Swithin 
— and hence the belief that if 
rain occurs today, it will rain 
on each of the following 40 
days as well.

A DETECTIVE told a rape trial 
in the Central Criminal Court in 
Dublin yesterday that the 22- 
ear-old accused man told him he 
ad sex with the woman’s consent 
after he “shouldered in” her front 
door early in the morning. 

Det Garda Michael Keaveney 
told Mr Justice Carney and a jury 
that in his statement at a west of 
Ireland Garda station two days 
after the alleged rape, the accused 
man said: “I told her I wanted sex 
and she said ‘alright’. ” 

The single and unemployed 
man is denying charges of raping 
and sexually assaulting the 25- 
year-old mildly mentally-retarded 
woman in her home on January 
19th, 1991. He is also pleading 
not guilty to breaking into her 
home and stealing £4 from her. 

Det Garda Keaveney told pros- 
ecution counsel Mr Anthony 
Kennedy SC (with Ms Olive 
Buttimer), that the accused. man 
in a written statement said he had 
had four or five pints in a pub 
before visiting a house close to 
where the alleged victim lives. 

On his way home, he went to 
her house which was in darkness 
and, after first knocking on the 
door, he forced it open with his 
shoulder. 

The woman just looked at him 
and he told her he was a friend of 
her child’s father and he wanted 
sex. She managed to get the child 
to stop crying. He said he was 
aware of her retardation. 

Replying to defence’ counsel, 
Mr Barry White SC (with Ms Jeri 
Ward), the detective garda said 
he was aware that the defendant 
had a large number of tattoos on 
him and had had them prior to 
the date of the alleged offence. 

He agreed that when he came 
down from bed in his home prior 
to his arrest, the accused man had 
immediately said to him that he 
had done nothing wrong. He

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Hints of erupting warfare in 
Dublin’s criminal underworld 


NO SINGLE suspect or a par- 
ticular motive appeared to have 
emerged by yesterday in the 
Garda investigation into the kill- 
ing of Mr Michael Travers, the 
man shot: dead on Sunday morn- 
ing in a shop he co-owned in the 
Darndale area. Mr Travers, ac- 
cording to Garda sources, ap- 
peared to have many enemies and 
was suspected of involvement in 
a variety of criminal endeavours. 


At least one previous attempt 
had been made to kill Mr Tra- 
vers, who was 48 and known as a 
violent criminal with a history of 
illegal activity. 

It is understood he had been 
forced to pay several thousand 
pounds to the IRA in the past 
year after stabbing a man associ- 
ated with the organisation in a 
public house. However, there was 
no indication, other than the fact 
that his killers acted with a con- 
siderable degree of professional- 
ism, to suggest any paramilitary 
involvement. 


Mr Travers may have crossed 
one of the well-organised and vio- 
lent Dublin gangs involved in 
drugs trafficking and other crime. 
Gardai could not yesterday con- 
firm reports that he was running a 
protection racket in north inner 
Dublin. The gardai felt, however, 
that Mr Travers could be in- 
volved in extortion and demand-

ing money with menaces on an 
oe basis. 

The dead man was heavily built 
and over six feet tall. He was well 
known as a violent, threatening 
figure who was said to be fre- 
quently involved in fights. He 
was a keep-fit enthusiast who ran 
a martial arts club in the inner 


city. 

On Sunday morning, two men 
on a motorcycle, one armed with 
a pump-action shotgun, walked 
into the shop which he ran in 
Darndale and, after warning two 
men in the shop, shot Mr Travers 
in the chest. The gunman then 
fired a further three cartridges 
into the wounded man as he lay 
on the floor, killing him. 

The style of the killing has 
iven rise to speculation that pro- 
essional hit-men might have 
been hired by other Dublin crimi- 
nal figures to kill Mr Travers. 
Gardai could not confirm this 

sgt pe but agreed that a num- 
er of such killings have taken 
place in Dublin in recent years. 

One such incident occurred 


shortly before Christmas last year 
when Mr Patrick McDonald, a 
hairdresser in the Marino area of 
north Dublin, was shot dead by a 
sole gunman. 


Mr McDonald, who had been 
associated with the paramilitary 
group, the Irish People’s Libera- 
tion Organisation, was shot as he 
worked in his shop. The gunman 
then stood over him and fired 
further shots into him after he fell 
to the ground. No one has been 
charged in connection with this 
killing and, it would appear, that 
no positive motive or prime sus- 
pect has yet to emerge in this 


case. 
The killing of Mr McDonald 
occurred during a dispute be- 
tween the IRA and the IPLO, 
arising from a shooting in a pub- 
lic house in Belfast. Gardai sus- 
pected that the hairdresser might 
have been shot by the IRA. It was 
also suggested that Mr McDonald 
was killed by either a Dublin 
criminal figure involved in dru 
trafficking or by another Dublin 
robber. However, it is also poss- 


ible that Mr McDonald’s killing 
arose out of a long-standing dis- 
pute with a previous associate. 
Another killing in Dublin in 
which a well-known criminal fig- 
ure was shot in an apparently pro- 
fessional fashion, and where there 
was no obvious culprit, was that 
of Mr William Christie, of 
Finglas, who was shot dead in the 
Phoenix Park in September 1990 
by a lone gunman. Mr Christie 
had previously been charged with 
murder but had escaped convic- 
tion. The IRA was suspected of 
involvement in his killing. 


In June 1987, a west Dublin 
scrap metal dealer, Mr Mel Cox, 
was shot dead by a man armed 
with a handgun, but it is thought: 
this killing might have been the 
result of a feud with a Dublin 
criminal. 

More recently, another north 
Dublin man narrowly missed 
being killed when he was shot in 
the face and neck at close range 
by a man armed with a shotgun. 

he victim, who is facing a 
charge in connection with an- 


other killing, suffered severe fa- 
cial injuries but his life is not in 
danger. Before this shooting there 
had been a series of attacks in the 
north inner-city area. 

In the last week, gardai from 
the North Central Division in 
Dublin carried out a concerted 
series of raids to disrupt an in- 
Crease in drug-related criminal 
activity. The gardai seized an im- 
itation weapon and a stolen mo- 
torcycle and arrested or 
questioned more than 30 people. 
In the process, the gardai were 
able to obtain evidence relating to 
more than 60 robberies. 

Gardai have expressed some 
alarm at the tendency for feuds 
between Dublin criminals to esca- 
late quickly to murderous attacks, 
often involving the use of fire- 
arms, most often shotguns but oc- 
casionally handguns. Several such 
attacks have taken place in the 


Ballyfermot and Tallaght areas in 


the past year. 

Criminals involved in drug 
trafficking are also becoming in- 
creasingly well-armed and often 
import weapons, including hand- 
guns and pump-action shotguns, 
along with their drugs supplies. 
Last November, an automatic 
pistol was found along with 70 
kilos of cannabis washed ashore 
in barrels at Scotsmans Bar in 
Dublin after apparently being jet- 
tisoned. 


Search for professional killers

DETECTIVES investigating the 
murder of Dublin man, Mr 
Michael Travers, in a_profes- 
sional-style assassination at the 
weekend, are trying to identify in- 
dividuals within the Dublin crim- 
inal underworld who had reason 
to want him dead.

Travers with at least four shots 
from a pump-action shotgun in 
his shop in Darndale early on 
Sunday morning, left few clues to 
their identity. The speed and tim- 
ing of the attack also left the

Mr Travers had mixed in crim- 
inal circles in Dublin city for sev- 
eral years and the clinical nature 
of his murder has left gardai in no 
doubt that it was the work of pro- 
fessional killers employed by

Mr Travers and another man 
were detained in custody in rela- 
tion to alleged demanding of 
money with menaces in Mary 
Street. 


They were released when a key 
witness refused to return from 
England to testify. An associate of 
the dead man also served a sen- 
tence for demanding money with 
menaces some years ago, but Mr 
Travers has not come to the at- 
tention of gardai in recent years. 


Mr Travers, a 48-year-old 
father of four children with an 


address in Donnycarney, was 
killed by two men in his shop. 

A martial arts expert, Mr Tra- 
vers was known as a “hard man” 
and escaped a previous attempt 
to kill him in his karate club in 
Wolfe Tone Street in the early 
1980s. He was also shot in the leg 
in a pub in 1983 by a garda who 
he had allegedly attacked. Ac- 
cording to gardai, he was over 6ft 
tall, was formidable in stature 
and provided a private “‘security” 
or “minder” service.

would recommend that the com- 
pany be put into voluntary liqui- 
dation unless there was a written 
statement, — by all members

Students in dark as 
flying school closes

THE European College of Aero- 
nautics in Cork is to go into liqui- 
dation but its chairman, 
Professor Austin Darragh, said 
after a board meeting yesterday 
that it was still pursuing sugges- 
tions which would allow 19 stu- 
dents to complete their training 
as pilots. The students had paid 
around £40,000 each for the 
course. 

The students, who had been 
hoping for some rescue plan to be 
presented to the board meeting, 
were deeply disappointed at the 
outcome. “I’m devastated... | 
don’t know what I am going to do 
now,” said one. Most of them had 
borrowed heavily to pay the fees 
and in some cases their parents 
had mortgaged the family home. 

Professor Darragh told The 
Irish Times that the board was 
very concerned about the stu- 


dents, as it was about the credi- 
tors. While the company was 
going into liquidation it would 
pursue a number of proposals to 
assist the students. He would not 
be drawn on what these proposals 
were nor would he comment on 
the offer by another Cork-based 
training school, Iona Airways, to 
assist the students. 


The Minister for Tourism, 
Transport and Communications, 
Mrs Maire Geoghegan-Quinn, 
reiterated her statement that Pro- 
fessor Darragh had a moral obliga- 
tion to complete the training to 
commercial pilot standard of all 
a students who had paid the 
ees. 


A spokesperson for her Depart- 
ment could not say if the Minis- 
ter’s promised task force to 
examine the viability and feasibil- 
ity of setting up an approved fly- 
ing training school in Ireland 
would benefit the 19 students. 


The Fine Gael transport spokes- 
man, Mr Ivan Yates, said a task 
force should have been estab- 
lished last May. Ordinary tourists 
were protected through a bonding 
system but when the college was 
established, the Government pro- 
vided for no such protection for 
the students, he said.

Training level too low 


WHEN the European College of 
Aeronautics (ECA) was set up in 
Cork in 1989, the airline industry 
was going through boom times and 
the sky — as it were — seemed to 
be the limit for the business. 

However, the Gulf War inter- 
vened and the consequent recession 
in the airline industry created a 

ut of pilots which has meant dif- 

cult times for pilot training 
schools all over the world. 

The ECA seems to have been 
least able to withstand the hard 
times and the college is now going 
into liquidation with debts esti- 
mated to be over £500,000. Share- 
holders who invested in the ECA 
include two State agencies, the In- 
dustrial Development Authority 
and Aer Rianta. Dr Austin 
Darragh, best known for his in- 
volvement in the Institute of Clini- 
cal Pharmacology, is chairman and 
chief executive of the college and 
holds 25 per cent of the company. 

The ECA seems to have col- 
lapsed for a combination of 
reasons, not least of which was the 
college’s failure to meet the pilot 
training standards required by Aer 
Lingus. The college was unable to 
attract enough students to pay its 
overheads, courses overran and the 
fees of £40,000 for a pilot training 
course do not appear in these cir- 
cumstances to have been sufficient 
to cover the college’s costs. 

The choice of Cork as the loca- 
tion for the pilot training school

surprised many, as the city tends to 
have fog and heavy cloud cover, 
which the college’s six aircraft 
were not equipped to fly in. 

The failure to meet Aer Lingus’s 
pilot training standards appears to 
be the fatal mistake. Unable to 
attract large numbers of students 
from abroad and with only a 
limited market at home, training 
pilots for Aer Lingus would have 
given it the lifeline the college 
needed in the early days. 

However, the ECA promoters 
did not have extensive consulta- 
tions with Aer Lingus before set- 
ting up the college. If they had, 
they would have discovered that 
the State airline trains all its pilots 
to captain standard. The Cork col- 
lege only trained students to co- 
pilot level. 

Aer Lingus has been spending 
about £1 million a year on pilot 
training over the last three years, 


and uses a British college which 
charges fees of £50,000. 

The airline would gladly have 
used the ECA if it had met its stan- 
dard as its fees were only £40,000. 
Aer Lingus would also have saved 
money on expenses paid to the 16 
or so pilots that have been training 
annually in the UK. 

The ECA’s financial difficulties 
first surfaced in May when the 
Minister for Tourism, Transport 
and Communications, Mrs 

hegan-Quinn, arranged for a 
month’s additional financing for 
the college while Aer Lingus was 
consulted. 


Aer Lingus told the college a 
week ago that it did not meet its 
requirements and students were 
then sent home. Yesterday, Dr 
Darragh announced that the board 
of the college had decided to put it 
into liquidation. 

Meetings of creditors and share- 
holders of the ECA are likely to 
take place in a fortnight, and Mr 
Noel Holland, a senior partner 
with accountants, SKC, in Cork, is 
expected to be appointed liquida- 
tor. 


Debts are thought to stand at 
about £500,000 and ECA’s six air- 
craft are understood to be owned by 
a bank. The State investment in 
ECA through the IDA and Aer 
Rianta, which together hold nearly 
26 per cent of the company, is 
about £672,000.

Eric 
Navet 
wins 
drug test 
appeal

THE WORLD show jumping 
champion, Eric Navet, whose 
title was under threat 
following a ve dope test on 
the stallion Quito de Baussy, has 
won an appeal against sanctions 
imposed by the International 
Equestrian Federation (FEI). 


The French rider added the 
European gold on home ground in 
La Baule last July after his win at 
the world equestrian games in 
Stockholm 12 months earlier. But 
a routine dope test on Navet’s 
horse following his La Baule vic- 
tory revealed the presence of 
cortisol in Quito de Baussy’s urine. 

Cortisol is a naturally occuring 
substance in the horse, but the 
FEI’s judicial committee ruled that 
‘“‘very high and unusual quanti- 
ties’’ were detected in the sample 
taken from the French horse. 


It was deemed that cortisol had 
been artificially administered to 
the stallion and, ar a meeting of 
the FEI judicial committee in 
London fast April, Navet was 
disqualified from all placings at the 
European championships, which 
included his individual gold medal. 
The FEI also imposed a _ four- 
month suspension on Navet, which 
would have ruled the world cham- 
pion out of the Olympics. 

Navet appealed the findings 
however and the case came before 
the Court of Arbitration for Sport 
(CAS) on Monday. After hearing 
evidence from the parties involved 
and eight expert witnesses, the 
CAS found in favour of Navet and 
lifted the FEI sanctions. 

In a statement issued by the FEI 
yesterday, the endogenous nature 
of cortisol (from which the pain- 
killing drug cortisone is derived) 
and the lack of scientific and 
technical data on the substance 
were given as the main reasons for 
the CAS ruling.

Ministers to resume talks at Stormont

GOVERNMENT Ministers face 
further cross-examination’ from 
unionist politicians today as the 
North/South talks resume at 
Stormont. 

Two-and-a-half days of intense 
discussions are planned for this 
week but the parties are not ex- 
pected to progress beyond a de- 
tailed consideration of the 
opening statements. that each 


‘made in London last week. 


The unionist questioning of the 
Government last week is under- 
stood to have included a lengthy 
period devoted to Articles 2 and 
3, and the unionist demand for 
their amendment. 


Despite the warning from the 
UUP -leader, Mr James 
Molyneaux, that “endless disser- 


tations over political philosophy” - 


should be avoided, it seems clear 
that detailed consideration of 
new North/South. structures is 
still some distance. away. Last 
week’s opening statements are 
understood to have been long on 
broad principles and short on 
specific proposals. 

Last week in London, the par- 
ties only completed their cross- 
examination .of the Alliance 
Party, and began a the 
Government Ministers. hen 
they are finished with the Gov- 
ernment paper they must 0 
through the documents from the 
SDLP, the British Government, 


the DUP and the UUP. 

Then the two governments an 
the four parties are scheduled to 
make formal replies to the vari- 
ous points raised during the 
cross-examination sessions. This 
whole process: is expected to be 
very time-consuming, and ap- 
pears to rule out negotiations on 
specific proposals at least until 
next week. : 

A business committee attached 
to these North/South talks com- 
prising representatives of the par- 
ties involved meets first this 
morning to discuss the agenda 
and procedures for this week’s 
meetings. The full session begins 
at Parliament Buildings at 11 am, 
and will continue throughout the 
day. There will be further such 


meetings tomorrow and on Fri- 
oy morning. 

he enormous gap between the 
aspirations of the unionist and 
nationalist sides was. illustrated 
when, according to the Observer, 
the Tanaiste, Mr Wilson, last 
week told the unionists the Gov- 
ernment did not believe that these 
talks should in any way dismantle 
“any gains” made in the relation- 
ship between London and Dublin 
as a result of the Anglo-Irish 
Agreement. 

The stated unionist aim in these 
talks, however, is to do precisely 
that: to negate the “gains” that the 
Government believes it has made 
through the Agreement. 

There are now just two weeks to 
go before the pre-set deadline for 


the end of the talks — July 27th. It 
appears certain, however, that un- 
less there is a major breakdown in 
the process, that deadline will be 
extended until mid-August. 

The parties agreed last summer 
that these North/South talks — 
Strand Two of the process — 
would open in London, the main 
part would be at Stormont and a 
closing meeting or meetings would 
take place in Dublin. The Govern- 


-ment is still hopeful that the Dub- 


lin meeting will take place before 
this phase of the talks process 
ends. Unionists are unlikely to 
agree, however, unless they are 
very pleased with progress. 
Meanwhile, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, the British 
Prime Minister, Mr Major, de- 


clined an invitation to call pub- 
licly for the removal of Articles 2 
and 3 of the Constitution. 

He was responding to the UUP 
MP, Mr John Taylor, who asked 
Mr Major if he was able to say 
that he. recognised that real 
progress depended on the removal 
of those articles. He further asked 
if the British Government would 
request the Irish Government to 
remove its constitutional claim to 
the North. 

Mr Major, in reply, said that he 
recognised that “those articles are 
an important ingredient in the 
progress that has to be made”’. But 
he said that it would not be wise 
to say much more about the talks 
at this stage, which had got much 
further than many had jmagined. 


While the £50 million savings 
may have been agreed fairly eas- 
ily, with some departments al- 
ready underspending in some 
areas, a much bloodier battle is in 
prospect as the spending esti- 
mates for next year are drawn up.

The financial pressures 
next year could also make it diffi- 
cult to afford the promised fur- 
ther cuts inl income tax rates and 
achieve an exchequer borrowing 
target of about 2% of Gross.

One of the biggest pressures on 
Mr Ahern is the rising public sec- 
tor pay bill, which will add 
£350 million to spending next 

ear. However, the Finance Min- 
ister is thought ‘unlikely to seek 
any savings for 1993 in this area 
before: negotiations on the whole 
system of public pay bargaining. 

Mr Ruari Quinn, the Labour 
Party spokesman on Finance, ° 
said that the cuts were not-neces- 
Sary and were merely designed to 
pave the way for an election bud- 
_ get next year,

Nuclear arsenals still 
bulging despite all 
the promises of peace 


The end of the Cold War has not brought nuclear security, writes 
David Shanks in the first of two articles on the illusion of 
nuclear disarmament 


HOUGH turning swords 

into ploughshares may 

appear to have been the 

ideal behind last month’s 
Yeltsin-Bush agreement on cut- 
ting nuclear weaponry by over 
half to Kennedy-era levels — 
3,000-3,500 pieces on both sides 
by 2003 — global nuclear prolif- 
eration experts are deeply doubt- 
ful whether the “Washington 
Declaration” amounted to much 
more than a media event. 

There is no legal obligation — 
either under this deal or previous 
ones — actually to dismantle war- 
heads, a simply reality almost al- 
ways elided when such 
‘breakthrough’ events are _ her- 
alded. 

In spite of the Strategic Arms 
Reduction Treaty (START) uni- 
lateral nuclear declarations and 
all the other paraphernalia of 
East-West detente not a single nu- 
clear warhead may 7 have 
been destroyed in the world. They 
may have been stored away or 
repackaged into bombs, perhaps 
for another day. 

This observation, by an expert 
on proliferation, Dr Bhupendra 
Jasani of the Department of War 
Studies at King’s College, Lon- 
don, is made against a back- 
ground of concern about the 
possibility of the emergence of 
new Third World nuclear powers 
from the ruins of the Soviet 
arsenal. His view is shared by 
other global nuclear experts, 
some of them close to US military 
policy-making. 

All of the various treaties and 
declarations concern the reduc- 
tion of missiles, not warheads, he 
says. 

But this agreement seems to be 
different inasmuch as it does 
speak of good intentions beyond 
dismantling missiles: the United 
States and Russia “fare prepared 
to co-operate in the matter of 
eliminating nuclear warheads and 
chemical weapons subject to de- 
struction within the framework of 
treaty obligations and unilateral 
and complimentary initiatives,” 
the declaration says in virtually 
its only reference to this area. 

“That doesn’t mean anything,” 
is the tart reaction to the passage 
from Dr Virginia Foran, of the 
Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace in Washington. 

And another prestigious US 
non-governmental nuclear think- 


tank, the Arms Control Associa- 
tion (ACA), while paying due 
deference to “dramatic cuts” 
which ‘‘should significantly 
reduce the risk of nuclear war” 
points out that 3,000-3,500 war- 
heads would still leave each 
country sufficient forces to de- 
stroy each other’s societies many 
times over.” 

The ACA adds: “ Like START, 
the new accord will not require 
the dismantlement of most of the 
missiles to be retired or any of the 
warheads...” Asked if any war- 
heads had been destroyed under 
previous agreements ACA’s direc- 
tor, Mr Dunbar Lockwood, can 
only answer for “some” disman- 
tled on both sides, but he could 
not put a figure on it.

He points out, however, that a 
great deal of recycling of the con- 
stituent parts of warheads — par- 


-ticularly the enriched uranium or 


plutonium — goes on. (An exam- 
ple was the conversion of US Per- 
shing 2 warheads into bombs 


which were later returned to 
Europe.) There are no treaties, no 
legal obligations, and no verifica- 
tion of all this. Verification is 
about missiles, bombers and other 
delivery systems, he points out. 


There is then the question of 
cost. A figure of $2 billion has 
been put on a projected vast facil- 
ity in Siberia to warehouse 
160,000 weapons parts after last 
month’s agreed missiles cuts are 
made. The US Congress has al- 
ready earmarked a mostly sym- 
bolic $400 million towards this, 
subject to certification that the ac- 
cord’s conditions have been met. 

The biggest chunk of this, $100- 
200 million, is earmarked for the 
cost of the biggest immediate 
problem, that of transporting the 
lethal cargos. 

But, with little decided about 
the final fate of weapons and hun- 
dreds of tons of plutonium 239 
and uranium 235, these figures are 
seen as only drops in a bucket. 
The: full process of retiring 
weapons to be cut will take over a 
decade and the cost is put in tens 
of billions. 

No suggestions have yet 
emerged of where the impecu- 
nious Russians are going to get the 
balance of $1.6 billion for a 
project that seems only designed 
to put the Cold War weaponry on 
ice. 


The ACA points out that in- 
stead of dismantling warheads, 
launchers — such as inter-conti- 
nental ballistic missile (ICBM) si- 
los and missile tubes’ on 
submarines — must be elimi- 
nated. To meet the pact‘s require- 
ments the US will “download”’ all 
500 of its three-warhead Minute- 
men 111 ICBMs to one warhead 
each, and will eliminate or 
download all 50 of its 10-warhead 
MX ICBMs. 


But the US still plans to have 18 
Trident submarines and could 
meet the previously agreed 1,750- 
SLBM (submarine launch ballistic 
missile) warhead limit by deploy- 
ing only four warheads on each 
Trident missile, rather than eight 
as previously planned, the associa- 
tion says. 

Meanwhile Russia, though con- 
signing to something called 
“retirement” its recently modern- 
ised 10-warhead SS-18 ICBMs, 
will be able to download its 10- 
warhead SS-24s and six-warhead 
SS-19s, and to keep the SLBM 
force it was to have had under 
under the START, together with 
its stategic bombers. 

The new understanding in- 
cludes a determination to co-oper- 
ate on a scaled-down “Star Wars” 
project as a look-out for possible 
East-West, East-East, and North- 


South attacks. It was Mr Jacques 
Delors of,.the EC who recently 
highlighted the possibility of 
future resource wars with the 
South. 

Dr Jasani, a nuclear physicist 
who worked for 15 years as a 
researcher with the Stockholm In- 
ternational Peace Research Insti- 
tute (SIPRI), said that even if the 
world gets rid of missiles there is 
still a linkage between missiles 
and civil satellite launchers — 
which can equally well be used to 
launch warheads. What’s in a 
name? 

The Russians launch about 50 
of these a year and after the US 
Challenger disaster in January 
1988 Washington changed its pol- 
icy and developed what it now 
calls “expendable launchers”. 
These are very like missiles ““so we 
are back to square one.” 

Before the recent accord Profes- 
sor Larry Shineman, of Cornell 
University, another expert, said 
Dr Jasani was “probably right” in 
surmising that no bombs have ac- 
tually been destroyed. This as- 
pect of arms agreements has only 
recently become apparent, says 
Professor Shineman. 


he ACA, quoting a 
National Academy of 
Sciences study last year, 
says that even after the 


latest agreed reductions the US 
and Russia would each have 
Stategic arsenals roughly twice the 
total current nuclear arsenals of all 
other nuclear powers combined. 
An academy committee urged that 
the next step should be further 
reductions to levels of 1,000-2,000 
warheads, with the other nuclear 
powers cutting too. 

In spite of the recent assurances 
by the former Soviet nuclear 
states that they would honour all 
previous commitments and keep 
their weapons safe Dr Jasani 
speaks of the difficulty of knowing 
whether this is a promise that 
Russia, Byelorus, Kazakstan, or 
Ukraine are in a position to make. 

Nuclear physicists have left, 
technically the number of nuclear 
weapons states has increased by 
three, and there is a particular 
problem of stability with the Rus- 
sian equipment, he says. 

“The Russians are afraid they 
will blow up,” Dr Jasani says of 
the former Soviet warheads, par- 
ticularly the older eqiupment. The 
chemicals and nuclear materials 
sealed inside are very hard to sep- 
arate and make Safe. : 


Add to that a recent report that 
perhaps as many as several hun- 
dred warheads have gone missing 
from inventories, as Western ex- 
perts were told on a visit to Mos- 
cow in March. The presence of at 
least two of these in Iran, albeit 
small tactical weapons that can be 
hidden in a garage, has been 
reported to the CIA by the new 
Russian intelligence service. 

Dr Jasani and other prolifera- 
tion experts would like to see the 
day soon when the two former 
superpowers would actually com- 
mit themselves to putting the fuels 
from nuclear warheads to civil use 
Or putting then under interna- 
tional safeguards of the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Authority. 

But, as last month’s nuclear test 
explosion in the Nevada desert, an 
earlier Chinese one, and resumed 
French testing in the Pacific next 
year indicate, we are a long way 
from that, despite ongoing calls 
from countries like Norway and 
Canada to stop developing 
weapons of mass destruction now 
that the Cold War is over. Even 
experts wonder where the missiles 
will now point.

ALTHOUGH King Hussein of 
Jordan and the president of Syria, 
Mr Hafez al-Assad, have not 
reacted to the invitation extended 
on Monday by the new Israeli 
Prime Minister, Mr Yitzak Rabin, 
to visit the Knesset to “talk 
peace’’, the uninvited PLO 
chairman, Mr Yasser Arafat, 
promptly took up the offer. 

His political adviser, Mr 
Bassam Abu Sharif, said, on 
behalf of the chairman: ‘“‘We are 
ready to go to the Knesset and 
address the Knesset immediately 
and then he (Mr Rabin) will see 
the rest of the Arab leaders will 
follow us.”’ 

Mr Abu Sharif and Mr Faisal 
Husseini, the leading Palestinian 
personalities in the occupied 
territories, both characterised Mr 
Rabin’s maiden address to the 
Knesset as “a nye’ important 
speech.”” However, Mr Hussein 
would not commit his delegation 
to the holding of talks with Mr 
Rabin in Jerusalem as, so far, the 
Palestinians have refused to nego- 
tiate there under the direct duress 
of the Israeli occupation. 


Professor Hanan  Mikhail- 
Ashrawi, the spokeswoman for 
the Palestinian delegation to the 
peace talks, adopted a line also 
taken by other Arab commenta- 
tors, that fine words must be fol- 
lowed by positive actions. ““We 
are encouraged by the fact that he 
(Mr Rabin) is willing to carry on 
continuing negotiations and to 


’ 


to go 
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speed up the process,” she said. 
The Palestinians wanted “some 
real proofs of good intent,” she 
asserted, such as the "release of 
political prisoners and a “total 
cessation of all settlement activ- 
ities.” 

The people of the occupied 
territories are also waiting t@ see 
improvement in the human rights 
situation. 

The Jordanian Foreign Minis- 
ter, Mr Kamel Abu Jaber, said 
the real issue was “Israeli with- 
drawal from Arab land”. There 
was considerable disquiet in both 
the Jordanian and Egyptian press 
that Mr Rabin had not referred 
specifically to UN a Coun- 
cil Resolutions 242 and 338 and 
the territory-for-peace formula as 
the basis of the peace process. 

These omissions were taken up 
also in the Syrian government 
daily, Tishrin, which was particu- 
larly critical of Mr Rabin’s insis- 
tence that occupied Arab East 
Jerusalem was “not negotiable’ 
and that Israel would retain 
“security settlements’ in_ the 
territories. 

Syria is particularly concerned 
over Mr Rabin’s declared inten- 
tion of giving priority to negoti- 
ations on Palestinian autonomy.

The Syrians fear — and that fear 
amounts almost to paranoia — is 
that Israel might achieve an 
interim settlement with the Pales- 
tinians granting them autonomy 
while Syria and its ally Lebanon 
are left on the sidelines with no 
progress in negotiations on Israeli 
withdrawal from the Golan 
Heights or southern Lebanon. 


A Syrian spokesman put his 
government's position this way: 
‘Separate deals are fatal for the 
peace process; at first Israel 
wanted to hold talks only with the 
Arab states and leave the Pales- 
tinians until later, now Mr Rabin 
wants to talk with the Palestinians 
and leave the Arabs until later. 
There must be a comprehensive 
settlement for there to be peace.”’ 


The Syrian president is due in 
Alexandria later this week for 
talks with the Egyptian president, 
Mr Hosni Mubarak, in prepara- 
tion for a strategy conference 
next week in Damascus of the 
Arab participants in the bilateral 
talks along with representatives of 
Saudi Arabia, Morocco and 
Egypt. 

During his meeting with Mr 
Mubarak, the Syrian leader could 
be expected to ask Egypt to press 
the US Secretary of State, Mr 
James Baker, arriving in_ the 
region on Sunday, to reassure 
Damascum that Washington 
would work for peace “on all 
fronts’.

BILLED as the “Trial of the 
Party”, the hearings of Russia’s 
constitutional court on the valid- 
ity of President Boris Yeltsin’s 
ban on the activities of the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union 
(CPSU) has developed into one of 
the most bizarre pieces of Rus- 
sian irony for decades. 

The territory should be familiar 
to all concerned. Representing 
the Communist Party, which of 
course does not exist, are Mr Vla- 


dimir Ivashko, who signed a doc- 


ument last year to destroy 25 
million files; the burly and gruff 
Mr Yegor Ligachev, who was 
once deputy to the general secre- 
tary, President Mikhail 
Gorbachev; and a people’s deputy 
of Russia, Mr Yuri Slobodkin. 
These men are best described 
as the ““ccommunists who believed 
in cOMmunism” and are sup- 
ported by protesters from what is 
now known as the “Red-Brown 
menace” drawn from an alliance 
of those kind of communists and 
ultra-right Russian nationalists, 
who bear placards proclaiming 
President Yeltsin and ex-presi- 
dent Gorbachev as “‘traitors.”’ 
Opposing Mr _ Ivashko, Mr 
Ligachev and Mr Slobodkin are 
the “communists who didn’t be- 
lieve in Communism”’, now com- 
monly known in Russia as the 
“democrats”. These men, and 
one woman Ms Galina 
Starovoitova — have the task of 
proving that the Communist 
Party was an instrument of anti- 
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constitutional evil. 


But they may have to tread 
lightly. The dark, moustachioed 
Mr Sergei Shakhrai, has bran- 
dished records from the remains 
of the “secret archives” to show 
that the party supported terror- 
ism. He is an eloquent attorney 
and, by the way, a former mem- 
ber of the CPSU. 


Mr Gennady Burbulis, ranked 
as a deputy prime minister, is one 
of the most virulent anti-commu- 
nists in today’s Russia. He is a 
strong supporter of President 
Yeltsin and, like Mr Yeltsin, a 
former member of the CPSU. 


Mr Andrei Makarov, the chief 
lawyer of the anti-communist 
side, is a former member of the 
CPSU. 

The team of judges from the 
Constitutional Court is charged 
with the utmost impartiality, sits 
under the white, red and blue flag 
of Russia — a former Tsarist en- 
Sign — and is headed by Mr 
Valeriy Dmitrievich Zorkin who, 
like his colleagues, is a former 
member of, you guessed it, the 
CPSU.

New PM is 
sworn in 
after pledge 
to end war 


‘MR Milan Panic (62), a Belgrade- 


born US pharmaceutical mag- 
nate, was sworn in as prime 
minister of Yugoslavia yesterday, 
after pledging to end the war in 
Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

He also said that he would or- 
ganise elections to a new federal 
parliament as soon as possible 
“in order to return some credibil- 
ity to our democratically elected 
institutions.” The last elections, 
in May, were boycotted by the 
opposition. 

Mr Panic told the socialist- 
dominated Yugoslav Parliament 
that he would act as his own de- 
fence minister, which western 
diplomats saw as a sign that he 
planned to try and end bloodshed 
in Bosnia by maintaining full 
control over the army. 

One western diplomat said that 
Mr Panic was making an effort to 
pull Serbia out of its international 
isolation, caused by its aggression 
in Bosnia and its attitude to its 
own ethnic minorities. 

But the diplomat said that he 
may lack the key instruments to. 
bring about change in Yugoslavia 
(now consisting of Serbia and 
Montenegro) because he “is a 
businessman, not a _ politician, 
who has dropped into a snake 
pit”’. 

Mr Panic told parliament that 
his government had four aims: to 
stop the war and establish a last- 
ing peace in Bosnia, to create the 
conditions for a multi- ethnic and 
multi-religious society, to intro- 
duce freedom of the press, and to 
revive the economy. 

He called for the demilitarisa- 
tion of Bosnia and the disarming 
of all forces in the republic under 
the auspices of the United 
Nations. He respected Bosnian 
independence, he said, and he 
called for the re-establishment of 
transport, communications and 
postal connections with the other 
former Yugoslav republics. 

At least two civilians, a young 
boy and girl, were killed and 15 
others wounded, one seriously, 
late on Monday when 16 mortar 
shells fell in front of the UN 
headquarters in Sarajevo. 


No UN personnel were among 
the injured, most of whom were 
children.

within 48 hours. 

The ostensible reason for 
putting off. discussion was that it 
ran the risk of souring Lord 
Carrington’s attempt to convene 
peace talks between all the Bos- 
nian factions in London today. 

Council diplomats say that let- 
ters from the Bosnian President, 
Mr Alija Izetbegovic, appealing 
for aid and describing the tighten- 
ing noose of Serb forces, are insuf- 
ficient. They have asked the UN 
Secretariat to provide “independ- 
ent” verification that Sarajevo 
and Gorazde are under massive 
attack. 


The proposal, which Austria 
says it will table as a formal reso- - 
lution on Friday, “condemns the 
ongoing offensives by Serbian 
forces in Bosnia”, and demands 
their immediate cessation. — (Fi-

Enshrined in 
the Constitution -in 1879, it 
would need a constitutional refer- 
endum to change it.

Before the end of 
this Parliament, BR will be split 
into two sections — a track au- 
thority, Railtrack, and a residual 
operating company which will 
run passenger services until they 
are all franchised.

O’Leary about her new work,

Now it has been 
rescheduled for the National Con- 
cert Hall on Friday night — 
which means, to the composer’s 
chagrin, that Galway loses out. 
Are these the sort of pitfalls a late 
twentieth century composer must 
negotiate? Is writing the stuff not 
enough? 

Jane O’Leary smiles at the 
question. The composing, she 
Says, is the easy bit. First you 
have to find a concept; “I started 
to think in the abstract about 
what kind of piece it would 
interest me to write; I wanted it 
to be somehow relevant to 
Galway, and so I started zeroing 
in on the Christopher Columbus 
connection. With 1992 being the 
500th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of the new world, I knew 
this would be a big year for 
Galway — and it was also a very 
special concept for me personally, 
the idea of the journey into the 
unknown.” 

A journey into the unknown 
was precisely what O’Leary made 
when, some 20 years ago, she 
married an Irishman and moved 
from the east coast of America to 
—— ewe’ of Ireland. Not, 

rhaps, as risky as a voyage to 
the io of the earth ay but 
enough to make her feel a particu- 
lar affinity with the Columbus 
story. “So I set out to find out 
more about Columbus, knowin 
very little except that I admire 
the courage and strength of 
someone who could stick to their 
convictions and go ahead with a 
journey like that.” 

She arrived at the notion of a 
five-movement structure of which 
the first part, she says, is a fairly 
literal examination of the quest 
theme. ‘‘There’s a lot of 
searching in it, a rising motif, and 
at the same time there’s an 
a sense of faith, of the 
confidence that comes from 
repeated gestures.”” The second 
section is more contemplative: 
“My mental image is of being at 
sea at night and of the total 
darkness that surrounds this boat 
in the middle of the ocean, with a 
sky full of really bright stars; it’s 
also to do with the beginning of 
the journey, the peacefulness of 
being on your way”’. 

The central and, she says, most 
important movement is based on 
a quotation from Columbus him- 


self. “‘Near the end of his life he 
went back to Genoa and told his 
son that if anything were to 
happen to him, the city was to 
receive a tenth of his earnings. 
And he said ‘although my body 
walks elsewhere, my heart is 
always here.’ 

“This struck me as a fantastic 
thought with lots of musical pos- 
sibilities. At first, I was going to 
go for two contrasting themes but 
then I decided, no — it’s the 
same serge after all. So I built 
up a busy orchestral texture, out 
of which emerges a single solo 
violin, creeping in and out of the 
whole, creating another little 
world within the mass of sound. 
It’s a textural contrast rather than 
a thematic one.” 

The fourth movement carries a 
sense of anxiety and danger, 
reflecting the doubts and fears of 
Columbus’s crew, convinced he 
had made a dreadful navigational 
error and that they’d never get 
from the edge of the world — and 
the finale is, according to 
O’Leary, both an end and a 
beginning. 

“Discovering something is not 
a resolution, it’s an opening up of 
new questions; musically, it pulls 
together a lot of material from the 
other movements, and goes back 
to the rising motif of the open- 
ing.”” There is also a rhythmic 
pattern on the drums which 

radually draws in all the other 
instruments until the whole thing 
pulses with this movement, sug- 
esting the boat’s approach to the 
island of the title. 

Once this concept was in place 
it was a matter of sitting down

and getting started. “I fled to 
Annaghmakerrig, to the Tyrone 
Guthrie Centre — and if | hadn’t, 
I just wouldn’t have been able to 
begin. I used to be very meticu- 
lous and plan everything in 
advance, but now I just let the 
music shape itself. I suppose 
that’s the stage of development 
that I’ve reached,” she says. 


S A composer who also 

happens to be a mother of 

two — a boy of 15 and a 
girl of eight — O’Leary says she 
works when she can rather than 
when she should. Being a member 
of Aosdana helps enormously, she 
Says, since the regular income 
frees her from the immediate 
pressures of trying to earn a living 
and, above all, from having to 
teach. 

‘“T just couldn’t find the peace 
of mind to compose while I was 
teaching. I don’t know how 
eo do it who have jobs. I 

ave the house to myself from 
nine to three, so that’s mostly 
when I write. And of course 
there’s a lot of what you might 
call mechanical work involved —

copying and so on. Which is 
where the computer comes in — 
it will line up all the parts for 
you, make sure there are the right 
number of beats in the bar, print 
out a neat score. It can even, if 
you can afford the appropriate 
programme, play the music back 
to you. I’ve had various com- 

sers say to me: ‘oh, yes, I’ve 
eard my symphony on the com-

puter’. 


And is Jane O’Leary’s new 
work a symphony? She is reluc- 
tant to categorise it as such. “To 
me a — is a 19th century 
Structure which doesn’t particu- 
larly appeal to me — at the same 
time it’s certainly as substantial 
as a symphony in that it’s 20 
minutes long.’’ It is also her first 
full-scale orchestral work, and she 
says she relished the challenge of 
coping with a larger canvas than 
that offered by a.chamber orches- 
tra. 

“But it may not seem like an 
orchestral piece in the sense of 
everybody playing all the time,” 
she adds. “I don’t: like huge, 
thick sound and textures. I like to 
hear little ideas mixing around, so 
I don’t tend to use all the instru- 
ments at once. I’ve also tried not 
to make it too complicated.”’ 

This is to make life easier for 
the listener, with whom, she says, 
she has great sympathy. “I know 
people are nervous about con- 
ne ag music, but it’s not 
terribly dissonant or disjunct. It’s 

uite melodic, I think.” She 
thinks — doesn’t she know? “‘No! 
You can never be sure what it 
sounds like. You can approximate 
on the piano, but you can only do 
bits and pieces, and the sound 
doesn’t hold like a_ stringed 
instrument anyway, so you're 
really only guessing in your mind 
as to how it’s going to sound.”’ 

As a displaced American who 
has become, by her own admis- 
sion, more Irish in many ways 
than her neighbours, does her 


music sound Irish at all? “Cer- 
tainly not consciously; people say 
= music sounds very Irish but in 
what way, I’m not sure. It’s 
nothing to do with Irish 
traditional music, anyway; but I 
think what’s creeping into my 
music is a sense of landscape and 
openness, something about living 
near the sea and being ve 


‘sensitive to the physical surround- 


ings of the west of Ireland.”

“When I started out as a pupil of 
Milton Babbit at Princeton I used 
to call things ‘Piece 1’ and ‘Piece 
2’, lately I’ve had more poetic 
titles, like ‘The Silver Threads’, 
which was a setting of a poem by 
Brendan Kennelly, and the new 
piece, ‘Islands of Discovery’. So 
there has been a lot more overlap 
with the experiences — poetic, 
visual and so on — that I've 
drawn into my own artistic life.” 


After meticulously checking the 
individual. orchestral parts of 
‘‘Islands’’, which have been 
copied out by hand, there came 
the heart-stopping moment when 
they were distributed to the play- 
ers, and rehearsals began. “I 
value the reaction of performers 
very highly,’ says Jane O’Leary. 
“If they felt something didn’t 
work, then I’d look at it ve 
seriously.”” And what about audi- 
ence reaction? Does it matter 
what other people think? She 
considers for a moment. 


“Well, yes, of course it mat- 
ters. It’s nice to get a positive 
reaction. But it’s more important 
what / think. The listener is not 
going to have the advantage of all 
the experience that I’ve had in 
creating the piece, and can’t pos- 
sibly draw out of a first hearing 
all the things that are there. They 
can only scratch the surface.

The chamber en- 
semble, Concorde, which she had 
helped form in 1976 to play con- 
temporary music, was the perfect 
forum: ‘*We now try to include a 
work by a woman on every pro- 
gramme.’’ 

She has doubts regarding the 
impact Concorde has had on 
general awareness level. Research 
she carried out into the frequency 
of performances of women’s music 
does make for disappointing read- 
ing. Only 28 works by women 
were performed in the National 
Concert Hall in 1987-88. Con- 
corde, however, performed over 
half (15) of these, which is some 
indication of the effect the en- 
semble has had. 


Of the orchestral performances 
in Dublin in 1987, no works by 
women were used in the concert 
series of the RTESO, ICO or 
Ulster Orchestra. Moreover, the 
Cork Choral Festival, up to early 
1988, had given only three out of 
75 commissions to women. 


Without a doubt, it is important 
to draw attention to problems 
women composers may face, but it 
is equally important to avoid 
excluding them even more. Women 
composers after all, define them- 
selves, not in relation to other 
women, (or, for that matter, other 
men) but in relation to their work. 


**You have to be aware of the 
ghettoisation aspect,’’ says Eve 
O’Kelly, general manager of the 
Contemporary Music Centre, in

‘Extremities’ 
at Andrews 
Lane

WILLIAM Mastrosimone’s 
play ‘‘Extremities’’, at 
Andrews Lane Studio, gets off 
to a stomach-lurching start. A 
woman, alone in an isolated 
farmhouse, has an unexpected 
visitor, an importunate man 
whose intentions quickly be- 
come clear. He is a sadistic 
rapist who has studied the 
terrain and its occupants be- 
fore making his move, and she 
is powerless against his 
Strength and brutality. It is 
sickening to watch his sadism 
grow in proportion to her 
abject fear. 


But it all, as a piece of 
theatre, goes downhill from 
there. The woman turns the 
tables most implausibly on her 


tormenter, and imprisons him, 
blinded with corrosive spray 
and trussed like a turkey, in 
an empty fireplace. With no 
faith in the law to bring her 
protection, much less justice, 
She plots his death. At this 
point two other women who 
Share the house with her 
return, and a debate begins. 
And that is what we get for 
the rest of the play; a debate 
between characters who 
increasingly lack credibility, 
equipped with dialogue 
designed to make points rather 
than to convey their humanity 
and confusion. The rapist tries 
to manipulate the women, and 
they respond with a calculated 
ebb and flow in the author’s 
manifest attempt to keep the 
dramatic pot a The 
attempt fails, and the plot 
finally expires in anti-climax. 
The acting is little more than 
competent, with David Ganley 
doing best as the intruder and 
Joy Forsythe, Sighle Toibin 
and Sheila McDonald just 


about coping with roles that 
are not written with any 
depth. They are all there, 
really, to make the author’s 
points about the nature and 
traumas of rape. This might 
seem to be a worthy cause, 
but it is hardly furthered by a 
scénario in which women are 
made to seem scatter-brained 
and emotionally pathetic.

PURCELL’S “Great Parent, 
Hail” or Ode for the Centen- 
ary of Trinity College, Dublin, 
is probably assured of at least 


one performance every cen- 
tury; as long as TCD exists 
and educates students that 
“shall Liffey make as proud a 
name as that of Isis or of 
Cam”. 


It has to be admitted that 
the libretto by Nahum Tate, 
one time alumnus of TCD and 
Poet Laureate, is mere 
doggerel and that Purcell, 
uninterested in the Liffey’s 
claims to fame, has merely 
decked the words with what- 
ever Baroque clichés came to 
hand. The work survives as a 
curiosity. 


The performance in TCD 
Examination Hall on Saturday 
night gave a semblance of life 
to the mummified remains. 
Jeremy Ovenden (tenor), tak- 
ing Emmanuel Lawlor’s place 
at the last moment, brought

Derek Hill at 
the Crawford

THE Derek Hill exhibition 
showing at the Crawford Art 
Gallery in Cork is small, 
occupying one room, the pic- 
tures mostly taken from one 
private collection in the South 
of England — except for a few 
from the artist’s studio — and 
the Glebe Gallery in Donegal. 
Nevertheless it covers his 
career (the exhibition cele- 
brates his 75th birthday) in an 
interesting way.

Brian Goodwin, who suffers from 
the very rare Evans’s Syndrome, talks to Anne 


HE past decade has 

seen the growth of the 

self-help group, which 
allows individuals and families 
living with particular illnesses 
or handicap to come together 
to share common problems 
and campaign for common 
needs. 


But what if your illness is so 
rare that if you formed a self-help 
group, you might be its only 
member’ That’s the lot of Brian 
Goodwin. He is one of only half a 
dozen people in Ireland suffering 
from a rare blood disease. 

He lives in Rathkeale, Co 
Limerick, so as well as coping 
with a condition which has domi- 
nated his life for the last decade, 
he has the loneliness of the long- 
distance patient, having to travel 
from Limerick to Dublin for 
treatment, being unable to share 
his situation fully with a peer, and 
often being misunderstood by a 
bemused public. 

Brian suffers from auto-immune 
haemolytic anaemia and low 

latelot count, also known as 

vans’s Syndrome. His condition 
is explained by his doctor, a 
consultant haemotologist at the 
haemotology department in St 
James’s Hospital, Dublin. ‘We 
have antibodies in our body and 
they normally protect against 
infection, though how they do this 
is still unclear. In auto-immune 
disease, for some reason, the 
antibodies turn on their own tis- 
sues. In the blood area _ they 
attach themselves to the red cells 
and destroy them”. 

This goes on also in the spleen. 
‘‘The spleen normally eats 
antibodies for its lunch,’”’ says the 


Dempsey. 


‘“‘Haemolytic means premature 
destruction of the red cells. It’s a 
condition that we see every few 
months and it is comparatively 
rare. But an uncommon complica- 
tion is Evans’s Disease when the 
antibodies also gobble ae the 
platelets. (The small bl cells 
which help the blood to clot 
when it bleeds). This is very rare. 
There may be half a dozen people 
with the disease in the country. 

“We have no knowledge yet as 
to its cause or as to what triggers 
it. It may be a viral infection, but 
this usually occurs in children and 
why it would happen with adults 
is a bit of a mystery,” the 
consultant says. 


Brian Goodwin is 30. When he 
left school he got a job in a local 
factory as a machinist, working 
shifts. He was very healthy, 
didn’t drink, enjoyed table tennis 
and snooker, unaware of the time- 
bomb ticking away inside him. 
His troubles emerged in 1983: “I 
began to get very tired. I’d be 
home from work at a quarter to 
five in the afternoon, and I'd be 
so tired I’d be in bed at seven 
o’clock. The next morning I 
would get up at seven and feel no 
better. I began to lose my appe- 
tite. I wasn’t bothered with my 
dinner. I was getting terrible 
headaches, and had poor vision 
and I got very fed up with the 
Carry on.” 

One Monday morning, his boss 
sent him off the factory floor to 
the Limerick Regional Hospital 
where they took one look at him 
and organised a bed. His condi- 
tion worsened over the next few 
days, and he was so weak he had 
— along the floor to the 
toilet. 


Within three weeks his condi- 


tion was diagnosed and he was .. 


ut on a variety of medicines, 
including large amounts of 
steroids. Steroids. are hormones 
naturally found in the body which 
can be synthetised and prescribed 
as treatment. They have many 
actions, and in this case the aim 
was to block the destruction of 
the antibodies. 

Soon Brian was home in 
Limerick with his pills and 
potions, and was initially much 
improved: “I was great, never 
better. I was eating two dinners.”’ 
He went back to work briefly, but 
soon had a relapse, the tiredness, 
sickness, and —— loss return- 
ing in force. Up in Dublin there 
was more hospitalization, more 
blood tests, more adjustment in 
medication. ‘‘Most people 
respond to treatment in weeks, 
but a rare sub-group, in which 
this patient belonged, can become 
extremely resistant to it and have 
to have quite massive doses,” 
says the consultant. 

“The problem is there are lots 
of side-effects to steroids. 
Immune suppressive agents 
predispose the body to

months to get it right,” the 
consultant explained. 

Brian had given in his notice at 
work. He thought this would be 
temporary, and didn’t realise his 
life was going to radically change. 
“I still kept waiting to get better. 
I thought this was something that 
‘was going to go as suddenly as it 
came.” At the time he was living 
at home with his parents, two 
brothers and a sister. 

Over the next number of years 
he had to have his spleen re- 
moved, and later his gall bladder. 


lapsed. The hospital used to have 
to take blood by sending a line 
into his stomach. 


Along the way he had to learn 
to cope with crunching, chronic 
pain: “I would be begging for 
morphine and they would say 
‘you've just had some, try to hold 
on a little longer.’

In _ hospital, I 
found something at the back of 
the drawer and it was a relic of 
Blessed Charles. I thought my 
mother had left it when I was

“I found out he is a special 
priest for the sick.

In the past ten years Brian has 
seen most of his old friends marry 
or move away.

The Catholic right will mobi- 
lise itself, as it has done for the past ten 
years, around the issues of, first, abortion 
and then divorce. But what happens then? 
Suppose, for a moment, that the Govern- 
ment holds together long enough to get 
through an abortion formula that rein- 
forces the ““X”’ case judgment. Suppose it 
then gets through a restrictive divorce 
amendment to the Constitution next year. 
What happens then to the “traditional” 
Catholic rump which will thereby be em- 
bittered and alienated. Can it make a tran- 
sition from pressure group to political 
party? 


It is not so long ago that Archbishop 
Connell drew attention to the fact that tra- 
ditional Catholic voters are in danger of 
being, as he put it, “disenfranchised.” The 
subtext of his remarks was clear: if Fianna 
Fail cannot be relied upon to keep the 
faith, it may be necessary for conservative 
Catholics to look elsewhere.

they supposed to feel now? And they don’t, 
of course, have the alternative of simply 
Switching to Fine Gael, since that party — 
for all that it aligns itself with the Christian 
Democratic tradition — seems equally anx- 
ious to get away from the days of Liam 
Cosgrave and Patrick Cooney on issues of 
sexual morality and the law. 


What has prevented the question from 
becoming an urgent one so far has been the 
highly intelligent reluctance of the Catholic 
right to identify itself as merely one con- 
tending political force among others. Ironi- 
cally, it has learned the trick from Fianna 
Fail of seeking to remain above party poli- 
tics, to be a movement rather than a party. 
It has relied in its rhetoric on vague but 
sonorous phrases like “‘the people.”’ Crucial 
to its appeal has been the belief that it itself 
represents the real people of Ireland, while 
its opponents are barely Irish at all, or at 
best the dupes of a foreign conspiracy. 


Paradoxically, as Fianna Fail has been 


retreating from this rhetoric, recognising 
that it doesn’t work any more, the Catholic 
right has been taking up the slack. 


It has been noticeable that, while at a

grassroots level much of the Catholic 
right’s rhetoric has been such as to suggest 
the need for a new conservative “family 
values” political party (remember Father 
Richard O’Connor in Dingle pointing out 
to his flock.in a sermon that the politicians 
weren’t to be trusted and there weren't 
enough _ men you could rely on” in 
power), those who represent this point of 
view in national debate have fought shy of 
such logic. And, while their victories of 
1983 and 1986 were still shiny, they could 
well afford to do so. 


After their defeat in the Maastricht ref- 
erendum, however, the “‘we are the people” 
rhetoric begins to look more and more lu- 
dicrous. And, if things do not go their way 
on abortion and divorce over the next year, 
it is almost certain that some effort at 


forming a political party seems inevitable. 
And that prospect in itself must play some 
part in Albert Reynolds’s calculations 
about how far he can go with a liberal 
agenda without losing a significant propor- 
tion of Fianna Fail’s core support. 


N the face of it, a new party on the 

traditional right should have reason- 

able prospects of making an impact. 
It ought, on the basis of the Maastricht 
result, to be able to mobilise something in 
the region of 15 per cent of the vote, And, 
as we are likely to remain in a period of 
coalition governments for the next decade, 
that in itself would bring genuine prospects 
of real political influence. 


There are, however, a number of signifi- 
cant barriers to this prospect. The most 
obvious one is precisely the loss of the high 
ground of being “‘above politics’ which the 
Catholic right has been able to occupy for 
most of the last decade. Being able to mobi- 
lise resentment of, and contempt for, poli- 
ticians (“Resist the threats and bribes of 
politicians”, they told us during the Maas- 
tricht campaign) becomes rather more dif- 
icult when you become a politician 
yourself. And, at the same time, the pres- 
sures of party politics would probably ex- 
pose the vast divisions within the 
conservative camp which, outside single- 
issue Campaigns, would find itself trying to 
work with supporters whose ideas on eco- 
nomic issues range from forms of neo-fas- 
cism to those which would ordinarily be 
associated with the left. 


More profoundly, however, the notion 
of a Catholic political party in Ireland 
would be one which would utterly mistake 
the nature of Irish Catholicism itself. Mod- 
ern Irish Catholicism was formed in the 
19th century in a manner very different to 
the political shape which Catholicism took 


in continental countries. France, Germany, | 
Italy and Spain, precisely because they had | 
anti-clerical parties with considerable sup- 
port, also developed a specifically Catholic 
Civic society — Catholic parties, Catholic 
newspapers, Catholic trade unions and so 
on. Ireland — where, in the context of the 
British Empire, Catholicism was a minor- 
ity religion — saw the stress placed much 
more on the freedom of the Church from 
interference by the political and civic 
worlds. 


The motto was “‘a free Church in a free 
State”, an essentially liberal position at a 
time when Pope after Pope was condemn- 
ing such ideas as the separation of Church 
and State as heretical. From O’Connell on- 
wards, the political culture of the South 
developed in alliance with — and often in 
obedience to — Mother Church, but never- 
theless almost entirely distinct from it. 


The very strength of Irish Catholicism 
over the years is now its weakness as a 
political force. In a society where the power 
of the Church permeated every aspect of 
social life there was never a need to de- 
velop a parallel and specifically Catholic 
political culture. And because there was no 
such need in the past, there are no such 
institutions, no such history or political 
culture to draw on now. In order to begin 
to develop them, Irish Catholicism would 
have to disavow its basic sense of being not 
a part of society, but society itself. It would 
have to present itself as one contending 
option among many others. I don’t think it 
is ready to go down that road, and until it 
does, Fianna Fail has reason to trust that 
the disenchanted faithful will continue to 


have nowhere to go.

Goebbels kept a detailed diary 
for 20 years. Fragments that 
survived in the west have 
already been published, the 
first as long ago as 1948. But 
the full series languished in 
Moscow where they were re- 
cently identified by scholars 
from the Institute of Contem- 
porary History in Munich, the 
leading centre of research into 
Nazi Germany. 


The Institute proposes to edit 
and analyse the complete diaries. 
To do the job properly may take 
several years. David Irving, an 
authority on Nazism, having 
heard of the discovery, 
approached The Sunday Times, 
which then announced its ‘scoop’. 
The Munich Institute then appar- 
ently released extracts from sec- 
tions of the diaries already in its 
possession to the Daily Mail, 
copies of which have also been 
published in the /rish Jndepen- 
dent. 


The publicity has focused on. 


the propriety of The Sunday 
Times doing business with Irving, 
who is widely criticised as an 
apologist for Nazism, oe 
acknowledged as an expert on the 
source material of the period. The 
Sunday Times has explained its 
behaviour to its entire satisfac- 
tion. 

The affair provides rich pick- 
ings for students of the media. 
But what do the diaries tell us 
about Nazism? The Sunday Times 
fanfare is not the first for 
Goebbels the diarist. When the 


_last- fragments were published in 


English over a decade ago, under 
the title “Final Entries 1945’’, the 
publisher waxed ecstatic over 
“the most talked of war-time 
document ever uncovered’. Al- 
though useful enough in its own 
right, it has hardly changed our 
way of looking at the end of the 
Third Reich. I suspect that may

be the ultimate verdict on the 
complete diaries also. 

Goebbels emerges from the 
latest extracts as ambitious, 
opportunistic, cynical and savage. 

he Nazi leadership appears a 
bunch of mountebanks held to- 
gether only by the magnetic 
attraction of Hitler. There is 
nothing new here. 

It is well known that the urge 
to destruction lay at the root of 
Goebbels’s personality, the urge 
that led him in the end not only to 
a suicide pact with his wife, but 
to poison his six children also. 
Ever since capitulating to the 
fascination of Hitler 20 years 
before, Goebbels’s life involved a 
— dependency on the 

uhrer. Hitler was his. emotional 
life support. With Hitler dead, his 
existence became meaningless. 


HE extracts so far pub- 

lished are of only 

limited use~for -students 
of Hitler, although material 
from the earlier years may be 
more useful. oebbels was 
relatively close to Hitler. Yet 
he had little influence on him. 
Hitler knew how completely 
Goebbels depended on him. 
He neither feared him nor 
bothered much about his 
advice on policy. He simply 
used him. Goebbels was his 
PR man. 


When Goebbels did try to sub- 
mit suggestions about policy 
changes, he found that Martin 
Bormann, Hitler’s guard-dog, 
simply left them languishing in the 
in-tray. Goebbels, of course, 
raged against his rivals. But he 
couldn’t even persuade Hitler to 
appoint him Foreign Minister in 

ace of the egregious Ribbentrop. 

n the end, he remained no more 
than a courtier. Only in the chaos 
oe the assassination 
attempt of July 20th, 1944, did his 
actions conceivably make some 
difference to the course of events. 

The accounts of the Munich 
crisis in 1938 and of the lurch into 
war in 1939, in so far as they are 
valid, reinforce the view that 
Hitler hoped for a local war 
against the Czechs in 1938 and 
~s e to avoid a world war over 
Poland in 1939. This may excite 
those English historians who 


worked up a storm in a sherry 


glass over a claims of the late 
A.J.P. Taylor that Hitler was 
merely an opportunistic gambler 
who did not have a “plan” of 
conquest. 

The row revealed, as rows of 
this sort often do, more about 
academic animosities than about 
the real issue. Taylor, as usual, 
exaggerated his case. But, as 
usual, he had a case to exagger- 
ate. Desmond Williams of UCD 
had earlier put an analogous case 
in a more historically sophisticat- 
ed manner. 

One concrete piece of informa- 
tion that seems credible is that 
Hitler was directly involved in 


encouraging the assault on the 
Jews that Goebels whipped up on 
November 9th, 1938, when about 
100 Jews were murdered. This 
will be inconvenient for those 
historians who have persuaded 
themselves that Hitler remained 
detached from the affair. 


If the extracts do not take us 
much closer to understanding 
Hitler as decision maker, they are 
useful in conveying something of 
the atmosphere in which decisions 
were taken, whether deliberately 
or by default. What can the 
general reader make of them? The

fascination for the professional is 
relating the Goebbels version to 
other versions. The general reader 
cannot evaluate the extracts in 
this manner. What do elliptical 
references to Benes or Halifax or 
Wilson now mean to even 
relatively educated readers? 


ERHAPS the most in- 
Precresin question con- 

cerns Goebbels’s own 
intentions in relation to the 
diaries. He wanted them pre- 
served. For what purpose? 
What audience had he in 
mind? If they were intended 
to be more than a mere 
record, what credibility can 
be attached to them? They 
are, after all, the diaries of the 
supreme master of mass 
manipulation and mass deceit 
in our century. 


Clinical though he could be as 
an analyst of propaganda, the 
extracts reveal that Goebbels 
himself often lived in a world of 
illusion. Some of the _ extracts 
from the later period, in particu- 


lar, read like the stream of con- 
sciousness of a drug addict, 
drifting in and out of the real 
world. How does one assess the 
reliability of such a diarist? 

The Sunday Times may choose 
to dismiss with disdain the delays 
involved in mere academic 
analysis of the diaries. But if ever 
diaries required systematic 
scholarly appraisal, it is surely 
these ones. They are not a hoax 
like the Hitler diaries. But they 
may prove to be, or have ele- 
ments of, a more insidious form 
of hoax, perpetrated by one of the 
great impresarios of illusion of 
modern times. 

The complete diaries, when 
eventually properly edited and 
analysed in Munich, may indeed 
add considerably to our under- 
standing of the Third Reich. Until 
then, nothing can be taken at face 
value. To rely on an “inside” 
version of events from one of the 
most consummate liars of the 
century requires the ultimate sus- 
pension of disbelief.

Good prognosis for colon cancer patients 


OLORECTAL cancer, or 

cancer of the large bowel, 

is a common disease in 
developed countries. It is esti- 
mated that the risk of developing 
it at some stage in life is in the 
order of one in 50, making it the 
second most common cancer in 
both men and women in Ireland. 
About 1,300 new cases arise each 
ear, and the incidence appears to 
bs increasing at the present time. 

There are many factors in- 

volved in the development of this 
disease, both environmental and 
enetic; however the exact causes 
ave not been pin-pointed with 
accuracy as yet. It is relatively 
rare in developing countries, 
giving us clues as to_ possible 
environmental risk factors. 

A high-fibre diet, more common 
in these countries, may protect by 
causing quicker passage of toxins 
through the bowel. Emigres from 
Africa and Asia to the western 
world tend to adopt the high risk 
of their new environment. 

Extensive work is in progress 
in Ireland, Europe and America 
to determine why bowel cancers

develop, and it is now clear that 
spontaneous defects may arise in 
chromosomes (genes) causing the 
disease. There are also rare cases 
of colon cancers arising in mem- 
bers of the same family. In these 
familial cases, the cancer 
develops because of defects in 
chromosomes passed from 
parents to their offspring. 

Thus, colon cancers may be 
viewed as occurring because of a 


complex interaction of environ- 
mental and genetic factors. 
Colorectal cancer is predomi- 
nantly a disease of the middle- 
aged and elderly population.. The 
most common sympton is a 
change in bowel habit. Patients 
may experience constipation, 
diarrhoea or a feeling of incom- 
plete bowel evacuation. Bleeding 
from the bowel, usually due to 
innocent conditions, may also be 


’ 


a symptom of this cancer. 

Patients are assessed by exam- 
ination and, if indicated, their 
colons are examined by means of 
fibreoptic cameras or barium X- 
rays, both of which are safe and 
widely available. 

Once diagnosed, the mainstay 
of treatment for patients is an 
operation to remove the growth. 
With specialised operations and 
increasingly sophisticated medical

care, surgery is of benefit to the 
vast majority, even very elderly 
patients. 


Cancer of the colon has a 
relatively good prognosis com- 
pared to other forms, such as that 
of lung, breast, stomach and 
pancreas. Overall, about 30 per 
cent of all patients with colon 
cancer will be cured by surger 
alone. In patients in whom all 
cancer has been removed at 
operation, the cure rate is greater 
than 50 per cent and in those in 
whom the cancer is very limited, 
cure rises to almost 100 per cent. 

The tendency of the cancer to 
recur and, ultimately the long- 
term health of patients, is vorbis 
and depends both upon the 
“aggressiveness of the cancer 
cells and the extent of disease at 
the time of surgery. 


Assessment of these features is 
performed at the time of opera- 
tion by pathologists to identify 
patients with a high risk of recur- 
rence and medical strategies have 
been designed to deal with this 


A 


form of disease. Some patients 
will benefit from medical 
therapies either during surgery or 
in the months after. 

Both X-ray therapy and drugs 
may be used to slow down further 
growth and have been used with 
some success. 


Tiasess are in progress to 
assess ways of improving 
the outlook for patients with 
colon cancer. One way in which 
this might be. possible is to screen 
our middle-aged population in 
order to try and diagnose disease 
before symptoms occur and thus 
detect cancers at an earlier stage 
in their development. 

This may be performed by 
using chemical strips which detect 
minute amounts of blood arising 
from cancers within the bowel 
and subsequently passed in 
faeces. Provisional results have 
been encouraging; however data 
is still lacking with regard to any 
clear improvement in the long- 
term health of patients diagnosed 


by this method, and therefore 
these tests are unlikely to be used 
in the clinical setting for some 
time. 

Newer drugs are being con- 
stantly developed by laboratories 
in conjunction with cancer 
specialists and clinical trials are in 

rogress. Perhaps the greatest 

ope for an improvement in out- 
come, however, lies in the further 
study of cancer genes. Studies 
may help in the detection of 
patients at risk of developing this 
disease and closer observation 
may allow the disease to be 
detected at an early stage, allow- 
ing complete removal of tumour. 

le addition, genetic testing may 
help identify patients with estab- 
lished disease who would benefit 
from intensive medical therapies 
in conjunction with surgery.

THE POSSIBILITY of the Youth 
Board of the Presbyterian Church 
selecting and commissioning an 
Outreach Team to serve through- 
out the Church for one year 
awaited the securing of appro- 
priate funding. The funding is 
now available and by August of 
this year, the team should have 
been interviewed and successful 
applicants informed of their selec- 
tion. , 


It is proposed that the Outreach 
Team will work alongside per- 
sonnel in local congregations for 
periods of from six to. eight 
weeks. Support will be given to 
congregations in reaching out into 
their communities in various 
ways, and in particular, in youth 
evangelism. — 


Young people between 18 and 
25 are sought for this work; 
personal commitment to Jesus 
Christ as Lord and Saviour is a 
sine qua non: members of the 
team must be keen to share the 
knowledge of their faith and pro- 
mote the development of the 
Church. Team qualities are a 
requisite; a capacity for public 
speaking is desirable, as is the 
ability to commend the faith on a 
one-to-one basis. 


Candidates will volunteer for 
one year, and the project seems 
admirably suited to employ the 
assets of anyone taking a year out 
of study, or in between jobs. All 
expenses will be paid during the 
year, and adequate pocket money 
will be given. This mutually bene- 
ficial project, it is anticipated, will 
result in personal growth and 
development of team members, 
and their wider experience of the 
Church’s work and witness.

In June, the General Assembly 
approved the launching of an 
appeal for the people of Malawi.

As if his government were not already presented 
with serious economic problems, the British Prime 
Minister, Mr John Major, now faces pressure on ster- 
ling on the foreign exchange markets. A sharp fall in 
the UK currency on Monday led to an unprecedented 
appeal from the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr- 
Norman Lamont, to the Bundesbank: he asked it not 
to increase German interest rates at tomorrow’s meet- 


ing. 


_If the Bundesbank does increase its key Lombard 
rate, Britain will not be the only country to suffer. 
Interest rates across the European Monetary System, 
including Irish rates, would be put under pressure; the 


stabilit 


of the EMS band would suffer and enthu- 


siasm for the European Community’s economic and 
monetary union project would be severely dampened.

Fortunately, it appears that the German central 
bank will stop short of an abrupt rise. It may opt 
instead to increase the less important discount rate or 
take other action to restrict bank lending. This would 
not put the same pressure on the other EC states, but 
would signal that a general reduction in European in- 
terest rates may not come about until 1993. 

The high level of German interest rates reflects 
continued inflationary pressures since unification. 
The latest fears follow signs that the Bundesbank may 
take some action when it meets on Thursday to review 
its monetary targets for the year. Already under pres- 
sure from the high interest rate levels set in Frankfurt 
at a time of slow economic growth or recession, the 
last thing the other members of the EMS band need is 
another interest rate increase. 

Economic conditions in Britain are perhaps the 
worst in the Community, so Mr Major faces special 
difficulties. One is that neither the London financial 
markets nor important sections of his own part 
understand how the EMS works. A little over a wee 
ago, a brief period of sterling strength had the City 
baying for another interest rate cut, although such a 
move was clearly impossible . Now there are calls for 
a sterling devaluation, which would be likely to put 
upward pressure on British interest rates rather than 


allow reductions.

If sterling were devalued or taken out of the EMS 
band, it would represent a policy reversal of such 
significance that the positions of both Mr Major and 
Mr Lamont would be untenable. Both have staked 
their reputations on the EMS system and have been 
unfortunate enough to have to deal with the aftermath 
of the unsustainable boom generated by the policies of 
Mrs Thatcher and Mr Nigel Lawson. 

For Mr Major’s government there is no easy way 
out. They must hope that the Germans hold their fire 
and sterling regains some stability. But even if the 
currency crisis passes, they will still face an economy 
showing few signs of solid recovery as industry and 
mortgage holders continue to repair finances damaged 
by the credit boom of the late 1980s. This means that 
politicial pressure on the government’s economic poli- 


cies will remain intense. 


The Irish authorities will also be hoping for no 
German interest rate change on Thursday. With the 
economy remaining sluggish, a reversal of the last in- 
terest rate cut would be an unwelcome blow to con- 
sumer and business confidence. 


Fishing Licences 


More than one-third of the fishermen who were 
offered licences under a special scheme to take advan- 
tage of unexploited quotas have been unable to take 
them up. Given the clamour for licences and the com- 
plaints about increasingly restricted quotas in Irish 
waters, this seems extraordinary news — the result, it 
may be thought, of a palpable failure of enterprise. 
The full story, of European Community restrictions 
and official efforts to help at least some Irish fisher- 


men, is even more surprising. 


The predecessors of the present Taoiseach, Mr 
Reynolds, and Minister for the Marine, Dr Woods — 
Mr Charles Haughey and Mr John Wilson — were in 
office when the scheme was devised, ostensibly to en- 
sure that 20 all-weather whitefish vessels could fish 
further offshore than usual but really, or so some 
people in the industry claimed, to help specific fisher- 
men in Kerry. The scheme was announced after the 
Dail had gone into recess for Christmas last year; 
some time later Mr Wilson felt obliged to deny that its.

Its critics, among them Mr Joey Murrin of the 
Killybegs Fishermen’s Organisation, point out that ten 
of the 20 available licences went to Kerry, six to 
people with addresses in Dingle.

The Irish Times has full page 
coverage each day on court cases, 
tribunals, sport and finance. 
Surely it is high time it gave at 
least one full page per day to 
technology and to the environ- 
ment? doubt if the average 
reader cares enough to read two 
pages on the beef tribunal, but he 
does care about the air that he 
breathes and about the daily 
chore of commuting. Dublin is 
way behind other European cities 
in tackling this problem when it 
should be in the lead if we are to 
enhance our green image in Euro- 
pean eyes. 

Mary Harney, fair play to her, 
ot rid of the smog problem (and 
ituminous coal) with a single 

stroke of the pen. Dublin (and the 
world’s) traffic problems could be 
cured just as easily. We do not 
need any more infrastructure. Is it 
right for Dublin to even consider 
spending £500 million on a light 
rail system to serve a few select 
routes (the airport, Tallaght and 
Dundrum)? What about Clon- 
dalkin, tleknock, Cavan, or 
Connemara? If there is a traffic 
roblem in Ireland it is the pot- 

les on the by-roads to Glenroe 
and Glenamaddy which need 
immediate attention, before these 
roads crack up qua é 

Dublin’s traffic problem is quite 
simple. 80,000 cars (which are 
three quarters empty) slow down 
800 buses (also three quarters 
empty) each day to a snail's pace. 
The city could make money in 
“‘persuading”’ ople to leave 
their cars at home or at the 
nearest bus stop and travel by 
bus. 
If we could give buses the same 
priorities which light rail gets then 
it would become more attractive 
to travel by bus than by car and 
the buses could run on time as 
they do in some other cities. 


Some clever yet simple legisla- 


tion might work. Suppose it was 
made illegal to overtake buses. 
This would immediately make the 
bus the fastest way into town 
(next to the bicycle which holds 
that accolade at present). Bicycles 
would be exempt from this of 
course. On day one of this legisla- 
tion being implemented drivers 
would sit in their cars fuming 
behind buses stopped to pick up 
passengers. On day two the 
message might sink in; if you 
can’t 
day three the number of cars just 
might be reduced significantly. A 
fine of say £50 for overtaking a 
bus might do the trick! Automatic 
video cameras on the buses would 
record the offenders. 

This idea might be daft or 
unworkable, but it is only one of 
a spectrum of possible pieces of 
legislation which could be used to 
ease the situation. The problem is 
too many cars and it is not going 
to be solved by spending millions 
on light rail to serve a few select 
routes — this will cause more 
congestion for traffic crossing 
those routes. 

As with bituminous coal we 
need to be “persuaded” to leave 
our cars at home and allow buses 
to run on time. £500 million 
would buy 1,000 double decker 
buses, 2,000 single deck and 3,000 
minibuses. In other words for that 
kind of money you could saturate 
Dublin, Cork and Galway, with 


buses, and create thousands of 


jobs as well, without any extra 
infrastructure. 

Buses are the most flexible 
form of public transport; their 
routes can be changed to suit All- 
Ireland finals, etc. Try doing that 
with light rail! — Yours, etc.,

FOSTER CARE 


Sir, — The Irish Foster Care 
Association would like to substan- 
tiate the claim made by the Irish 
Association of Social Workers 
regarding healthy children being 
kept in hospitals when foster care 
was unavailable. The Association 
has being aware of this practice 
for the last few years. The misuse 
of hospital beds is on the increase 
due mainly to inadequate funding 
of the Foster Care system. 

Foster care is the Cinderella of 
the Child Care system. It is the 
cheapest option for the Health 
Boards as well as offering the 
child the family life that no other 
service can give it. 

Foster parents receive a 
maintenance allowance of, on 
average, £38 per week per child 
while a similar child in a good 
residential centre can cost the 
state up to £500 per week. Day 
foster parents looking after 
children for up to 8 hours per day 
receive a miniscule allowance of 
£4.40 per day. 

At present there is a shortage 
of foster parents. This shortage is 


such that families who have 
Offered their services as long term 
foster families now find them- 
selves being asked to do emer- 
gency and short term fosterin 
without adequate preparation an 
training. Health Boards regularl 
run fostering campaigns to recruit 
new foster parents and usually get 
a wor response from the general 
public. But prospective foster 
parents are often put off by long 
delays in initiating assessments 
caused by the shortage of social 
workers as well as by the 
requirement of the Health Board 
that the foster parents pay: for the 
obligatory medical examinations. 
Foster Care is a service for 
children and their families and as 
such must be adequately funded 
and supported by the Health 
Boards and ultimately by the 
Department of Health. — Vases,

MAYNOOTH APPOINTMENT 


Sir, — There has been a sur- 
prising amount of letters and 
comment in the newspapers re- 
cently about the appointment to 
the Chair of English Language 
and Literature at St Patrick’s 
College, Maynooth.

mended three candidates as suit- 
able for appointment, and decided 
on a rank order.

While it would have 
been impossible to satisfy every- 
one with the final selection, it is 
most unfair to criticise the 
Trustees in this instance when 
they clearly took into account the 
views of the College academics.

CATERING COLLEGES 


Sir, — I refer to the article, 
“The trouble with catering col- 
leges”’, by Myrtle Allen published 
by The Irish Times on Saturday, 
June 27th, 1992 in which she 
alleges that catering colleges 
“Behave in exactly the opposite 
way to how one should behave in 
the hospitality industry’’. 


As the Shannon College of 
Hotel Management was one of 
two institutions mentioned in the 
article, I would like to take this 
opportunity to relieve your 
readers of any false impressions 
which they may have developed 
on reading Ms. Allen’s article. 


First of all, it should be pointed 
out that at Shannon our primary 
concern lies with the student. The 
college provides education and 
training which will enable our 
Students to pursue a_ successful 
career in the hospitality and 
tourism industries. To that end, 
we provide practical training 
opportunities in hotels both at 
home and abroad. Providing 
trained personnel for short-term 
high season employment is not 
our objective. 


Readers of Ms. Allen’s article 
would be forgiven for believing 
that the Shannon College: does 
not answer employers’ letters, 
does not pass on communications 
to its students, refuses to put 
empolyers in contact with gradu- 
ates, refuses to allow guests to 
park near the College. 


We have an extremely strong 
network built up over 40 years in 
Ireland and internationally includ- 
ing 100 hotels at home and such 
hotel chains as Forte, Movenpick, 
Hilton, Hyatt, Sheraton, Holiday 
Inn and Swallow Hotels. One 
does not build up that kind of 
network by not answering letters, 
not passing along communications 
or refusing to provide linkage 
between graduates and em- 
ployers. Shannon has a tradition 
of hospitality to which many 
leading hoteliers would attest and 
would not be characterised by 
asking guests to park their cars at 
remote locations. 


Shannon’s training is predomi- 
nantly international. Because of 
the demands of this practical 
training, the students do not be- 
come available until June. The 
impression from Ms _ Allen’s 


article is that Shannon does not 
help its students get placements. 
In fact, we have an extremely 
comprehensive placement system 
in hotels both at home and abroad 
in which communications origi- 
nate from the college rather than 
from the students. 


Ms Allen spoke of her personal 
knowledge of two students who 
had nervous breakdowns during 
lacements “in such a_ highly 
usiness-oriented environment”’. 
In fact, the placement abroad has 
been regarded as the most popu- 
lar part of the course. All gradu- 
ates insist that it was the most 
useful part of the course in terms 
of both professional and personal 
development. Students work at 
operative level on this placement 
and are not exposed to manage- 
ment pressure. After all, all hotels 
and restaurants are highly 
business-oriented establishments, 
or should be. 


The College has had 40 years 
experience with over 800 gradu- 
ates and has operated a compre- 
hensive support system by which 
a holistic — is taken with 
regard to the students’ welfare 
and benefit. Placement agree- 
ments are made with training 
partners, not anonymous institu- 
tions. 


Finally, Ms Allen has written 
that Shannon “offers only 3 
months practical experience in 
Ireland” without any mention of 
the fourth year of our course 
which is given over entirely to 
practical training. 

I hope that these few points 
have relieved any apprehensions 
which your readers may have 
developed from Ms Allen’s 
article. — Yours, etc.,

Irish Citizens 
Abroad 


The position of Irish citizens 
residing abroad was, generally 
speaking, satisfactory, Mr. de 

alera revealed in the Dail yes- 
terday, when a vote of £61,812 for 
the Department of External 
Affairs was passed. 

The Taoiseach said that there 
were over 600 Irish citizens 
registered at the Legation in 
France, over 450 at the Legation 
in Italy, while they had news of 
nearly 200 Irish people in the 
Channel Islands alone. Many Trish 
people abroad had lost their 
employment, and if they were 
dependent on annuities or income 
from investments in other bel- 
ligerent countries, their means of 
livelihood were cut off. Anything 
that the Department’s represent- 
atives could do would be small in 
relation to the degree of hardship 
usually involved, but the Depart- 
ment was doing all that it could 
do. Over 3,000 inquiries had been 
dealt with since the outbreak of 
war, and only in a few cases had 
it been impossible to get informa- 
tion.

NOT many people know that 
IASAIL stands for the Interna- 
tional Association for the Study 
of Anglo Irish Literature — in 
fact, not many people have even 
heard of IASAIL, never mind 
being able to quess at the mys- 
tery initials. 

And in this season of Summer 
Schools and seminars and liter- 
ary conferences, when the face 
of James Joyce is popping up on 
tea towels and tee shirts as well 
as on the usual posters, in an 
age of information overload 
when everyone’s brain has long 
since reached burn out levels of 
over packing — the novelty of 
being able to say “I’m going to a 
conference over at Trinity but I 
don’t know what the conference 
is called. It’s run by some anon- 
ymous organisers . . . they’re ob- 
viously strong silent types who 
cherish their privacy. They 
aren't too interested in handing 
their business cards around ... 
come to think of it, they don’t 
phone either, nor do they fax in 
details of their thoughts and 
movements...” 


Four-Day Conference 


Eavan Boland, the poet and 
one of Ireland’s most perceptive 
and forthright literary critics, 
opened the four-day conference 
on Monday by addressing the 
issue of the place of the woman 
‘poet in a national literature. 
The title alone promised that 
Ms Boland would be re-remind- 
ing the, by now, beleaguered 
- editors of “The Field Day An- 
thology of Irish Writing’ of the 
existence of the poets and writ- 
ers they chose to exclude. It was 
a te ia argued, open 
speech which addressed the 
. evolution of Irish poetry post 
Yeats and considered both the 
constraints of nationalism as 
well as the importance of a 
national identity. Above all, she 
demonstrated that a feminist 
argument need not be oppres- 
sively defensive. 

She pointed out that the Irish 
woman poet is not a marginal 
figure, but has instead become 
as emblematic as the romantic 
poet was in his day. “The Irish 
woman poet has new images; 
she handles them in a different 
way; she looks at them differ- 
ently ... she has new ideas 
about narrative and fresh ap- 
proaches to the lyric.” Ms Bo-. 
land cautioned her audience 
“You have to know the old 
superstitions of Irish poetry and 
its traditional permissions to 
appreciate — not so much the 
poem — as the differences she 
is making”. She was not making 
a special case for women, stress- 
ing, “it goes without saying that 
no poem by a woman is going to 
be good because she is a wom- 
an. There are no guarantees in 


poetry by gender.” 
Changing Role of Women 


Central to what she identified 
as a new energy in Irish verse 1s 
the changing role of women, 
who have moved on from being

the object of the Irish poem to 
being its author, “They are the 
old silent objects in that poem 
now transformed into speaking 
parts and articulate visions.” 

According to Ms Boland, 
Irish women poets have dis- 
ordered an old and powerful 
and dangerous relation between 
national assumptions and the 
Irish poem. If unwilling to say it 
has reached a crossroads, she 
believes it has changed. “The 
landscape of it will never be po- 
liticised in exactly the same way 
again.”” She acknowledged that 
a national tradition is prescrip- 
tive and that in Ireland that tra- 
dition is especially powerful. So 
women poets are now providing 
a subversive dialogue in Irish 
poetry “with and against the 
national idea”. 

She referred to a distinction 
the novelist Francis Stuart once 
made between the state and the 
nation. The state he saw as “an 
expedient construct” made of 
downright and daily compro- 
mises. But the nation is some- 
thing far different, it is more 
fragile, more communicable 
‘“‘made of the invisible and the 
irreducible, and independent of 
expedient. Every Irish person 
knows of that nation.” 

She spoke of the important 
disruption Kavanagh caused in 
the relations between the Irish 
nation and the Irish poem. Irish 
poets only began emerging from 
“a bruising struggle” with the 
aftermath of Yeats in the 1940s 
and 1950s. According to Ms Bo- 
land, the legacy of Yeats had 
been “a poisoned chalice’. The 
poem Yeats handed on was 
caught somewhere between 
British Victorianism and Irish 
invention, a poem described by 
Beckett as ‘“‘The Victorian 
Gael”. 

Ms Boland remarked on how 
Yeats had “‘blurred” the psychic 
terrain with his own presence 
and notions of a spiritual entity. 
It was left to Kavanagh, who 
was aware of the self-deceptions 
inherent in the Celtic Literary 
Revival, to restore a sense of 
reality. As he observed, “In 
those days the big thing besides 
being Irish was peasant quality. 
They were all trying to be peas-. 
ants.”” The Celtic Revival en- 
couraged a false pastoral, which 


was to haunt even —— 

She quoted John Mitchell's 
sardonic impatience with “the 
valley, hill and murmuring 
stream” of the national tradi- 
tion. 


Backdrop of Irish History 


Irish nationalism has left its 
mark on Irish poetry, a fact Ms 
Boland did not celebrate; “Irish 
poetry has taken place against 
the backdrop of Irish history, it 
has been informed by it and en- 
riched by it. But this is not at all 
the same thing as saying that 
the Irish national ethos has 
been good for the Irish poem.” 

Quoting MacNeice, ‘Autumn 
Journal’, “The land of scholars 
and saints;/Scholars and saints 
my eye, the land of ambush/ 
Purblind manifestoes, never- 
ending complaints” she seemed 
to be offering a comment on the 
state of Ireland itself. Irish 
women poets have introduced 
their gardens, their friendships, 
their washing machines, their 
dreams into the Irish poem. 
Irish women poets have, she 
claimed, broken traditional 
silences. “It seemed to me at 
one point that I could not walk 
away from the whole question 
of the national literature. Nei- 
ther could I disown the energies 
of womanhood as they came 
into the themes of my poems.” 

She said she could imagine 
women poets who will enrich 
Irish writing by effecting a com- 
plete break with and disowning 
of the national tradition, “but I 
could not be one of them.” 


Breaking Down Categories 


In stating that the poetry 
being written by women in Ire- 
land today is Irish poetry, Ms 
Boland was arguing for a wel- 
come breaking down of catego- 
ries. She reiterated her 
criticisms of ‘The Field Day 
Anthology’, “not only has it not 
taken the chance, it has per- 
formed a series of exclusions 
which are more directly chal- 
lenging and more deliberately 
silencing of women writers, po- 
ets, scholars in this country 
than any I remember’”’. 

There are three women poets 
and thirty-four male poets, she 
said, adding “in an anthology 
which is eloquently concerned 
with the anti-colonial this fur- 
therance of colonialism is in- 
consistent.” Referring to these 
exclusions, as “distortions”, she 
claimed that the anthology has 
done a disservice to Irish litera- 
ture as well as to Irish women 
writers. According to her, the 
debate is not about women’s 
omg” but “about how we keep 
this literature we all love as 
open.” For anyone sitting in the 
Edmund Burke on Monday 
morning, Eavan Boland again 
confirmed the trusim that poets 
are so much more logical and 
clear- minded than politicans. 
Perhaps it’s time we asked them 
to take over and save Ireland?

SWORDFISH ATTACK 


Sir, — As a young sub- 
lieutenant R.N.V.R. I was a sur- 
vivor of the Swordfish attack on 
the German Battle Squadron in 
the Channel in February, 1942, 
and may I be permitted space to 
take issue with Mr Kevin Myers’ 
statements in two articles in The 
Irish Times earlier this year which 
were brought to my attention by 
Mr Kevin Esmonde of Co Cork. 

My Myers states, and I quote, 
“he led his squadron in a futile 
attack” and that “he brought his 
squadron to an all encompassing 
doom”, and that “he was if 
anything disobeying orders’. 

oO take the first point: if the 
attack was so futile how was it 
that the other two aircraft of the 
first sub-flight, led by Esmonde 
himself, flying at 50 feet in line 
astern were able not only to 
penetrate the E boat, destroyer, 
and fighter screens but were able 
to release their torpedoes within 
less than 1,500 yards, the opti- 
mum dropping distance. 

It is true that our torpedoes did 
not score hits but under these 
circumstances, with virtually 
individual attacks, luck is 
— to register a hit and, 
unfortunately, in the final stages 
of the attack both my pilot and 
that of the other aircraft were 
severely injured and lost control, 
temporarily, of their aircraft, thus 
losing bearing on the target. They 
had to re-orientate and target the 
Prinz Eugen, the last ship on the 
line which, however, with this 
warning was able to comb the 
torpedo tracks. Many torpedo 
attacks went awry and it was not 
surprising that ours was unsuc- 
cessful under these extreme con- 
ditions. 

With a little more luck (and all 
Operations against great odds 
need luck to succeed) we could 
have scored a hit. One senior 
German officer stated that “the 
Swordfish did well to get their 
torpedoes away”” — a recognition 
of the threat we 

Mr Myers is mistaken when he 
says Esmonde disobeyed orders. 
Admiral Pound, as he infers, 
expected the squadron to attack, 
his reported reply to Vice Ad- 
miral —— approach was to 
quote the old service adage — 
“the Royal Navy will attack the 
enemy whenever and wherever he 
is to be found’’. Therefore, sir, in 
the eyes of his Commander- 
in-Chief, Admiral of the Fleet, Sir 
Dudley Pound, he was expected 
to do his duty as best he could in 
the circumstances. 

It is true that Esmonde would 
not have been aware of this 
conversation between Pound and 
Ramsey but his very training and 
firmly held beliefs would have left 
him no choice but to attack, 
assuming he would have fighter 
support. Whether Ramsey would 
have countermanded the explicit 
order of his senior officer we shall 
never know because the position 
did not become apparent in the 
chaotic situation at the time and 
in the event part of the fighter 
escort arrived as promised, 
immediately after we took off. It 
was true that the other two fighter 
squadrons did not appear, but 
Esmonde, without communication 
with fighter forces, did not know 
if they were in the vicinity or not, 
and in fact they did join in the 
battle later. The weather was bad 
with low cloud and poor visibility. 

In the circumstances of the 
critical war situation at the time 
Esmonde, having the only force 


available and ready to attack, had 
no choice. Being the uninjured 
survivor, brought ashore at 
Dover, I reported on the attack to 
Vice Admiral Ramsey who 
treated me with great kindness. I 
was with him for half an hour and 
at no time then or later at the 
judicial enquiry I attended was 
there any suggestion that 
Esmonde did other than carry out 
his orders in a dedicated profes- 
sional manner. 

It is not always realised that 
other forces suffered heavy losses 
later that day in their attacks on 
the German ships. Twenty RAF 
heavy and torpedo bombers were 
lost with a total of over 80 men, 
16 RAF fighter pilots failed to 
return and the old destroyers of 
the Harwich flotilla lost 29 men in 
a late attack in the failing light.

GERMANY’S monetary policy 
must allow no let-up in the pur- 
suit of lower inflatfon, even if this 
means high interest rates for a 
prolonged period, the Organisa- 
tion for Economic Co-operation 
and Development (OECD) has 


stated 


The report comes just before 
tomorrows meeting of the 
Bundesbank council which is to 
discuss monetary policy. On bal- 
ance, most analysts do not expect 
an increase in the key Lombard 
rate but feel the bank may push 
up the discount rate or introduce 


other measures to restrict bank 
lending . 


The OECD’s annual survey of 
the German economy cautioned 
Bonn on the growth of its public 
debt due to massive financial 
support to the new /aender of 
eastern Germany and the huge fi- 
nancing requirements of the 
Treuhandanstalt, the agency over- 
seeing privatisation of eastern 
German industry. 


“Only a firmly-based decline in 
the underlying rate of price in- 
creases would create the scope for 
lowering policy-controlled lending 


rates,”” the OECD report said. In 
the case of Germany, price stabil- 
ity was taken to mean annual 
price increases in the zero to two 
per cent range, it noted. The inte- 
gration of the two parts of Ger- 
many had been “more disruptive 
and costly” than anticipated at the 
outset, the report commented. 

It said the largely credit-fin- 
anced support to eastern Ger- 
many, intended to _ protect 
employment, induce investment 
and provide income to victims of 
labour shedding, had boosted Ger- 
many’s budget deficit by two- 
thirds last year. 


The deficit rose to 77 billion 
Deutschemark (£28.9 billion) or 
2.75 per cent of GDP, and was 
likely to rise further this year. 

“The extraordinary circum- 
stances of the post-unification ad- 
justment process’. justify 
extraordinary measures, at least 
for a time,” the OECD said. “But 
this does not mean that the mes- 
sage given by the mounting debt 
and costs of debt servicing can be 
ignored.” Spending on income 
support “that does not produce 
real investment in human or phys- 
ical capital will tend to weaken 
economic incentives and discour- 


age initiatives in the new 
laender,” it said, stressing that 
Support programmes _ should, 
whenever possible, “promote the 
development of an entrepreneur- 
ial culture.” The government’s 
firm intention to implement a 
“tough” medium-term budget 
consolidation programme _ was 
“encouraging”, the report said. 

_ While the catching-up process 
in eastern Germany would even- 
tually generate considerable tax 
revenues, this would be insuffi- 
cient on its own to meet the 1995 
target, and “the pressure to reduce 
subsidies in western Germany 


must be maintained,” the OECD 
said. 


OECD economists said 1992 
seemed set to be a difficult year 
for both parts of Germany be- 
cause of a sharp rise in cost levels 
driven by wage increases well in 
excess of productivity growth.

LONDON has not given up the 
fight to win the EC central bank 
and feels that the city’s bid is 
strengthening as it becomes clear 
that most member states, includ- 
ing Germany, have barriers to 
ratification of the Maastricht 
Treaty, Mr Michael Cassidy, 
chairman of the Corporation of 
London’s policy and resources 
committee said yesterday. 

Speaking after an intensive 
round of meetings with the Irish 
financial industry and the Gov- 
ernment yesterday, Mr Cassidy 
said that Britain’s opt-out clause 
on the move to EC economic and 
monetary union did not preclude 
it from winning the race to house 
the new central bank. London’s 
pitch to house the EC. central 
bank and its forerunner, the 
European Monetary Institute, is 
based on the City’s position as 
the Community’s biggest finan- 
cial centre. 

But, in the political horse-trad- 


ing at the Lisbon summit there 
were suggestions that the French 
would back Germany’s demands 
to have the bank housed on its 
soil in return for Bonn’s backing 
of Strasbourg as a permanent seat 
of the European Parliament. 

London is undertaking a £1.5 
million campaign across the 
Community to see if the British 
capital can pip Bonn, Frankfurt, 
Amsterdam and Luxembourg to 
the post. 

Mr Cassidy said he was “very 
encouraged”’ by the response of 
the Irish financial community, 
which saw the advantages to Ire- 
land of the bank locating in Lon- 
don and underpinning the leading 
position of the London market to 
which Dublin has close ties both 
in direct business and movement 
of personnel.

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Lyons continues to brew profits 


THE very poor performance of 
the Irish stock market so far this 
year disguises some good appreci- 
ation in food stocks. Within that

= fee Irish Holdings, distributor 
of Lyons tea and coffee. Its share 
price has increased in value by 19 
per cent since the beginning of 
January. Against the market aver- 
age, it has increased by 27 per 
cent. 

This is good news for the small 
band of private investors who 
hold the 25 per cent of Lyons 
shares available for trading. Most 
of those investors are long term 
holders who do not trade. Institu- 
tions are not big holders of the 
stock, and those investors wish- 
ing to buy it find little on offer. 


The other 75 per cent of the 
shares are owned by the British 
food and drink giant Allied- 
Lyons. 


Lyons, which used to own the 
Gateaux cake factory in Finglas, 
Dublin, which was closed two 
years ago with the loss of nearly 
500 permanent and part-time 
jobs after a long and bitter dis- 
pute, is unusual among Irish com- 
panies in having a large and 
growing cash balance, invested 
mainly in government stocks. 


Over the past five years, 
Lyons’s financial assets — invest- 
ments in gilts and cash in the 
bank — have more than doubled, 
from £12.5 million in 1988 to 
nearly £30 million in March this 


year, the end of its financial year, 
through the accumulation of 
retained profits. 

The company has repeatedly 
Said it is seeking to use this 
money to make acquisitions, but 
so far it has failed to find a suit- 
able target. Management has been 
criticised by shareholders at 
annual general meetings for not 
putting the money to use, at the 
very least in the form of higher 
dividends. As they gather today 
for this year’s annual meeting, 
shareholders may again be critical 
after another year of fruitless 
searching. 

Mr Pierce Butler, chairman of 
Lyons Irish Holdings, said yester- 
day the company is still inter- 
ested in suitable acquisitions. “I 


know we’ve been saying that for 
20 years but we’re always looking 
oa: some day we will make one. 
We’re not a bank. But there’s a 
lot of competition out there.” 

Well-known brand names are 
becoming increasingly important

TRADE retaliation planned by the 
United States against European 
Community aid to soybean produc- 
ers would work against reaching 
agreement in multilateral trade ne- 
gotiations, British agriculture min- 
ister and chairman of the EC 
Council of Agriculture Ministers, 
Mr John Gummer, said yesterday.

10% traffic growth 
at Dublin Airport 


AER RIANTA has reported that 
traffic through Dublin Airport in 
the first six months of the year is 
up 10 per cent on the same period 
last year, despite recessions in the 
United States and Britain, the 
two largest markets served by the 
airlines using the airport. 


Over 2.5 million passengers 
used the airport in the period, a 
one per cent rise on the record 
first half of 1990 when travel to 
Italy for the World Cup was given 
as one of the reasons for the high 
level of traffic.

Transatlantic traffic rose by 1 
per cent in the first half.

Low fares to London as a result 
of competition between the air- 
lines contributed to an increase of 
10 per cent in the traffic to the 
UK. European traffic was up 12 
per cent in the period. Domestic 
travel was up four per cent and 
transit travel rose by 36 per cent. 


US June inflation 
moderate at 0.3% 


INFLATION in the US stayed at 
a moderate 0.3 per cent in June 
despite a sharp rise in energy 
prices, while a jump in new car 
purchases raised retail sales for 
the month by 0.5 per cent.

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Searching test for 
Irish challengers

IT WAS lunch time and the 
seven Irish challengers were 
at. various stages of prepara- 
tion for the highlight of their 
tournament year. The high 
winds of the previous two 
days had abated appreciably, 
but the noble links of Muir- 
field, swept by a fresh breeze, 
gave promise of a searching 
test for the 121st British Open 
‘Championship, starting tomor- 
row. 


Darren Clarke, playing a prac- 
tice round with Paul McGinley, 
needed no more than an eight iron 
second shot, beautifully executed, 
to reach the green at the 475 
yards 10th. ““You will notice I hit 
that shot far more gently than I 
would have done a year ago — 
that’s the big difference in my 
game,” he said, flattering my 
powers of technical perception. 

A short distance away, Des 
Smyth and Ronan Rafferty had 
been chatting, in between concen- 
trated sessions on the practice 
ery On the putting green, 

avid Feherty was back on 
splendid terms with his old 

ullseye putter, which he had 
discarded temporarily, notably in 
a disappointing debut in the US 
Open at Pebble Beach, where he 
failed to make the halfway cut. 

Out on the course, John 
McHenry was playing a practice 
round in the company of the 

romising young Englishman, 

ark Davis. He had hoped to be 
joined by Philip Walton, but, at 
the time of their mid-day start, 
the Malahide professional was 
still on his way to the course, 
from Edinburgh airport. 


When Walton eventually 
arrived at the clubhouse to regis- 
ter for his eighth Open appear- 
ance, Smyth was there to greet 
him, having finished his practice 
stint. Joe Carr, captain of the 
Royal and Ancient, was on the 
other side of the imposing build- 
ing, extending a welcoming hand 
to defending champion Ian Baker- 
Finch, one of 16 Australians in 
action this week.

The Ulsterman missed the cut 
again in 1987 but those experi- 
ences have not lessened his 
admiration for the course. “It is a 
wonderful test which thoroughly 
examines every aspect of your 
game,” he said. “For my own 
part it’s really nice to be fit and 
ready for action after the dis- 
appointment of Birkdale last year 
when I had to make a last-minute 
withdrawal because of a shoulder 
injury,” he added. 

Feherty is also looking towards 
better times. After an early prac- 
tice round yesterday, in which he

“Later, I decided not to look 
upon it as a one-time chance, but 
as a measuring stick. Before that 
championship nobody knew who I 
was. Now I feel I can stack up 
against the best players in the 
game.” 

Indeed he can. Seve Ballesteros 
discovered as much in a contro- 
versial Ryder Cup defeat at The 
Belfry in 1989, as did fellow 
Spaniard, Jose Maria Olazabal, at 

iawah Island last September. 
And, this week, Azinger has 
gained the imprimatur of no less 
an expert on the British Open 
than Tom Watson. 


“I think Paul is ready to give it 
another good run here,” he said. 
‘“He’s a good wind player and 
first-class putter.” Watson con- 
sidered it superfluous to mention 
his bunker play. 

The fact is that Azinger has 
developed into a competitor with 
a splendid all-round game, though 
his temperament can be rather 
fragile at times. “I would like to 
get into contention again just to 
experience how it felt,” he went 
on. “I am a lot more determined 
now. ‘What if’ is no longer in my 
vocabulary.”

He went on: “This is only the 
fifth year I have been exempt for 
all the majors and it certainly 
doesn’t bother me that I have yet 
to win one. I’m only 32,: Tom 
Kite was 42 when winning the US 
Open recently and before that he 
was having a great career any- 
way. To win a major, you’ve got 
to step up to the next level. 
Who’s to say that Kite wasn’t 
already there before he came to 


‘Pebble’ Beach.” 


The -US Open champion has 
clearly pondered that point during 


the last few weeks. “Sure, the 
majors are important but they’re 
not the only thing out there,” said 
Kite yesterday, as he considered 
the possibility of becoming the 
first player since Watson in 1982 
to capture the US Open and the 
British Open in the same year. 


“The importance of an Open 
victory is that it gains you total 
respect as a player, but onl 
provided you can back it up wit 
other victories as I’ve done. The 
curious thing is that prior to 
Pebble, I was made to feel as if I 
hadn’t done very much despite 
appearing in six Ryder Cup 
teams, being leading money win- 
ner a couple of times and winning 
the Vardon Trophy. 

“Now that I have secured my 
major, however, people no doubt 
will be pointing to all the other 
things I've done. I now feel I 
don't have anything to prove 
anymore, but still have the 
desire to keep competing.” 

After er second place at 
Muirfield in 1987, Azinger went 
on to finish 48th at Royal Lytham 
a year later. He was then tied 
eighth at Troon in 1989 and was 

th once more at St Andrew’s in 
1990. He did not compete at 
Birkdale last year because of 
injury. 

Kite, on the other hand, will be 
making his 14th British Open 
challenge. His best finishes were, 
interestingly, on his debut in 1976 
at Birkdale, where he was tied 
fifth behind Johnny Miller, and in 


his next appearance, two years 
later, when he was tied second at 
St Andrews. 

Though Mark Calcavecchia is 
the only American to have cap- 
tured this crown since the Watson 
era ended at Birkdale in 1983, 
unters seem to be shying away 
frogs further flutters on Faldo, 
despite his position as a clear 7 to 
1 favourite. A spokesman for 
William Hill said yesterday: 
“Normally Faldo would draw 
some enormous bets for the 
Open, but punters seem to be 
exercising caution this year. It’s 
hardly surprising really given that 
Faldo has won just one of the last 
20 events for which he started as 
favourite.” 

So, Kite at 25 to 1 and Azingei 
at 28 to 1 are beginning to look 
like very interesting propositions 
given the accepted openness Oj 
this year’s event. 

Meanwhile, Ian -Woosnam 
remains a somewhat perplexing 
challenger. His remarkable recent 
achievement of winning the 
Monte Carlo Open for a_ thirc 
successive year might have beer 
guaranteed to have him brimful o: 
confidence entering this test. Ye 
he complained yesterday: “My 
irons seem to be all right but I’n 
not driving too straight or toc 
long. I have lost about 20 yard: 
distance off the tee because o 
lack of confidence with the 
driver.” 

As Kite would unquestionabh 
agree, winning a major, an 
major, is a daunting task.

T= Opel Astra, suc- 
cessor to the Kadett, 
has been around for 
seven or eight months on 
Irish roads and its solid, 
purposeful, though 
undramatic looks have made 
it a familiar enough sight. 
Compared with the old car, 
there’s a lot that is 
innovative and _ interesting, 
even though the same 
floorpan and engines carry 
on as before. Opel has 
clothed the new Astra in a 
roomier, glassier, stiffer, 
more aerodynamic and un- 
doubtedly better-looking 
body. It may not make heads 
turn, but that is the practice 
of volume manufacturers 
these days. Ford’s Escort, an 
arch challenger to the Astra, 
comes in even blander garb. 

All the engines for the new 
range are injected and 
Catalysed, starting with a 60 
bph 1.4 and finishing with 
the potent GSi, a 150bph 16 
valve, two litre hot hatch 
affair that is aimed at the 

ulses of the boy racers. 

ere are three, four and 
five door and estate body 
styles. Our test car was a bit 
above the base line, being 
the 1.4 litre GLS actually 
developing 82 bhp (the same 
as the old Kadett’s 1.6). 

In many respects, the 82 
bhp output makes this Astra 
a os gue performer, par- 
ticularly on the open road. 
With a top speed of around 
107 mph in fourth gear, it 
may seem that there isn’t 
much lacking in acceleration 
terms. But the lively nature 
at the top isn’t 
complemented at the bottom, 
and making a quick getaway 
from standstill cond prove 
elusive. Getting some 
urgency into the driving at 
lower speeds does mean 
liberal use of the five speed 


gearbox, no real hardship as 
the changes are slick and 
clean. Anyone not prepared 
to use the box must other- 
wise be prepared for 
leisurely progress. 

The long-legged gearing is 
a factor in the Astra’s lower 
speed lethargy and it is a 
bonus, too, providing excel- 
lent cruising refinement.

THE popularity of diesels has 
prompted some correspond- 
ence: Mr Martin Duggan of 
Longlands, Swords, Co 
Dublin, has written to us 
complaining about the unfair 
attitude of the Department of 
Finance to diesel, particularly 
in the context of this year’s 
Budget. 

He enclosed to us a letter 
from the Department of 
Finance, stating inter alia: 
**The question of reducing 
the duty on diesel was 
considered in conjunction 
with the level of duty on 
petrol. However, it was 
decided that the diesel duty 
should not be changed on 
this occasion.”’ 

According to the 
department, the Government 
felt there had to be a 
narrowing between the level 
of duty on petrol in the 
Republic and Northern | 
Ireland in advance of the 
Single European Market. | 
**Similar considerations do 
not apply in the case of road 
diesel, because the duty on 
this fuel is higher in 
Northern Ireland than in the 
State.’’ 


It is a clear indication, of © 


course, that taxation on fuels 
such as diesel and petrol is 
influenced by the prices 
charged 60 or 70 miles north 
of Dublin.

ANY lease or other 
agreements in relation to 
shopping centres contain 


in writing or by understanding a 
restriction on the opening of 
competitor outlets in shopping 
centres. Some agreements also 
specify the type of goods which 
may sold in each unit. In my 
opinion, these agreements are 
caught by Section 4(1) of the 
Competition Act unless the 
agreements are licensed by the 
competition authority. 

There can be many good 
reasons for including non-compete 
clauses in shopping centre 
agreemens. Without such clauses 
many shopping centres may be 
to: obtain tenants. It is 
ipossible, therefore, that in 
the competition 
authority will be prepared to grant 
a licence for such agreements. 
The authority can only grant 
licences if a notification is made 
to the authority, and provided the 


restricting competitors 


agreement satisfies the four condi- 
tions contained in the Act. 

Agreements in existence prior 
to ober Ist, 1991 may be 
notified up to September 30th, 
1992. The notifiers of such 
agreements will then have an 
immunity from claims for 
damages until such time as the 
competition authority makes a 
decision on the agreement 
notified. 

If an agreement entered into 
prior to September 30th, 1991 is 
not notified by September 30th, 
1992, the clauses which are re- 
strictive of competition in the 
agreement are invalid and

Collusive tendering:

There 
could be a situation where a 
contract is of such a size that 
some companies would need to 
form consortia to tender. A secret 
agreement to collusively tender 
for a contract is, however, almost 
certainly prohibited by the Act. 


Price fixing: 

Any agreements between 
eg 09 companies on the rents 
to charged is almost certainly 
now illegal.

HE Industrial Develop- 

ment Authority (IDA) is 

ris eri seeking 
developers for four advance 
factories, two in Dublin and 
one each in Tuam, Co 
Galway, and Carrick- 
on-Shannon, Co Leitrim. 


The search is part of the IDA’s 
programme of privatising the pro- 
vision of industrial space for 
overseas companies coming into 
the Republic. Since 1988 the IDA 
has gradually reduced its 
involvement in developing indus- 
trial sites. This is reflected in the 
reduction of its industrial property 
portfolio from more than £138 
million that year to £124 million 
last year. 


As the IDA’s managing direc- 
tor, Mr. Kieran cGowan, 
o_o “The IDA is trying to 
balance the needs of industry for 
suitable sites and the needs of the 
Exchequer to restrict Government 
spending.” 

Since the IDA began to en- 
courage the private sector to 

rovide advance factories, 17 
actories worth more than £12 
million have been funded by 
medium-sized building contrac- 
tors. For instance, Dave Allman 
has developed five factories in 


Clonshaugh, Bloanchardstown, ° 


Dublin, as well as in Tullamore, 
Enniscorthy and Arklow. Of these 
the Dublin factories had a floor 
space of 25,000 sq. ft. and the 
provincial factories 20,000 sq. ft. 

The larger building contractors 
are reluctant to become 
developers in this type of project 


‘ because they prefer to stick to

investment. Financial 
are also reluctant to develop 
advance factories because they 
prefer the tax attractions of the 
urban renewal programme for 
office or retail development. 

Larger investors are also dis- 
couraged by the IDA'’s insistence 
on competitive rents in order to 
attract international industrialists. 
For advance factories in Dublin, 
the average rent is £4 per sq. ft. 
compared to £6 achieved for 
factories and warehousing on the 
Sandyford Industrial Estate. In 
the provinces the rents average £3 
per sq. ft. 

Developers also face the pros- 

ct that a factory could lie idle 
Or up to two years while waiting 
for a tenant. However, the IDA 
offsets this risk by guaranteeing 
the first year’s rent and by 
encouraging local community and 
industrial groups to guarantee rent 
for the second year in the event 
of failure to secure a tenant. This 
approach was adopted by local 


O A 26,000 sq. ft. advance factory in Drogheda, available for 


community groups in New Ross 
and Arigna, as well as with local 
industries in Dundalk and with 
Greencore in Tuam. 


Site costs vary from between 
£25,000 for a fully-serviced acre 
in the regions to approximately 
£110,000 for a similar site in 
Dublin. To help offset this cost, 
the IDA offers to defer payment 
for three to five years. By this

have recovered a large proportion 
of the construction costs which 
can range from about £28-30 per 
sq. ft., or approximately £600,000 
for a 20,000 sq. ft. factory.

Mr Donal 
Cullen, the IDA’s property mana- 
ger, says: “We need attractively 


landscaped sites, especially for 
the advanced technology indus- 
tries." To ensure that proper 
standards are maintained, the 
IDA sells serviced sites to the 
developer on a rent-free, 999-year 
lease. 


The attractions for the 
developer are the availability of a 
serviced site and the IDA’s com- 
mitment to market the property. 
Prior to last year’s budget, 
developers also had the 
attractiveness of capital allow- 
ances which allowed them to 
write off 50 per cent of costs 
against taxation. These have been 
phased’ out, however, making it 
more difficult to compete with the 
tax attractions of the urban re- 
newal allowances.

Vessels carrying not more than 12 passengers for reward or vessels 
on hire with a crew provided must be licensed under the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1992. This new requirement applies to small passenger 
boats including those plying to offshire islands or on rivers, lakes and 
canals, boats carrying sightseeing groups and boats carrying people 
‘to their place of work, etc. This means that such vessels may not be 
used unless they have a valid passenger boat licence issued by the 
Minister for the Marine. A licence will be granted after the vessel has 
been inspected and found to be suitable. The inspection/licence fee 
is £100. The licence will specify the limits beyond which the vessel 
may not ply and the maximum number of passengers that may be -
